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MEETING ON THIS WEEK 


AMERICAN LIFE CONVENTION 








Organization Has Attracted Much At- 
tention Because of the Benefit 
It Has Conferred 





The American Life Convention be- 
gins its annual meeting in Pittsburgh 
this week. T. W. Vardell, president 
of the Southwestern Life of Dallas, 
Tex., is head of the convention. He 
is a strong man in his section, Texas 
has come rapidly to the front with a 
number of progressive companies. It 
now has a state association of home 
companies that is doing much to ce- 
ment sentiment and direct practices 
along right lines. 

The program of the convention this 
year is an excellent one. The papers 
cover a variety of subjects that are 
pertinent to the business. The conven- 
tion has been strong particularly in 
building up its medical, legal and actu- 
arial departments. It has sections de- 
voted entirely to medical and legal prac- 
tice and the actuaries have always been 
prominently recognized in its delibera- 
tions. 

Convention Has Come to the Front 

When the American Life Convention 
was organized it was pretty much of a 
symposium of antagonistic units. The 
company executives, however, found 
that there was nothing to be gained 
in presenting angularities and antag- 
onisms. They discovered issues of a 
common nature in the west and south. 
They were drawn together in one cause, 
the shaping up of correct practices and 
guiding proper legislation. They found 
also some disposition to attack the 
younger and smaller companies. They 
rallied therefore to their own defense. 
Gradually there has come out of the 
convention a desire to put its member- 
ship in line for fair and sound practices. 
The papers that have been presented at 
its annual meetings have been notable 
in their profundity and breadth. They 
are a credit to any organization. 

Have No Fight to Make 

The western and southern companies 
have no fault to find with the older 
institutions. They take the ground that 
there is room enough for all and that 
there is a vital need for local com- 
panies. Many of these companies have 
become national in their scope, but 
their most important field will always 
be in the west and south. The com- 
panies have grown, are writing more

The American Druggists of Cincinnati 
has protested to the governor of Texas 
against the rating law and announces that 
it will quit the state. It says the law 
prevents all competition between com- 
panies; that the rating bureau seems 
primarily interested in board companiés, 
and that independent companies are at 
a disadvantage. It attacks the idea of 
the fire rating law and suggests that if 
a law is necessary a maximum rate 
be established.

State Fire Prevention Association and 
Blue Goose Hold Forth at 
Kansas City 





Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 19—(Special) 
—The annual meeting of the Missouri 
Fire Prevention Association was held 
at the Baltimore Hotel today. J. B. 
Bush of the Niagara presided. The 
principal address was given by William 
S. Boyd, electrical inspector at Chi- 
cago, on the subject of municipal su- 
pervision of electrical hazards. His ad- 
dress was well received and was very 
instructive. Mr. Boyd had been thought- 
ful to bring with him several of the 
every-day electrical devices, and dem- 
onstrated to the members the differ- 
ence between defective ones and those 
which had passed the test of the Un- 
derwriters Laboratories. Mr. Boyd’s 
paper showed conclusively that he knew 
what he was talking about and that he 
had devoted considerable time to its 
compilation. 

Manager McDonald Present 

Western Manager J. J. McDonald of 
the Connecticut Fire was in attendance 
at the meeting and was given the priv- 
ilege of the floor and made some inter- 
esting remarks. 

The committee in charge of the St. 
Joseph fire prevention work made an 
interesting report showing the excel- 
lent work which had been done by In- 
spector McBeth of the St. Joseph Fire 
Prevention Bureau. The majority of 
the companies are supporting the St. 
Joseph bureau, but it is noticeable that 
some of the prominent companies are 
not subscribers and it is hard to under- 
stand why these companies do not lend 
their financial support to a work from 
which they derive much benefit. 

President Bush’s Report 

President Bush’s report reviewed the 
work of the past year and showed that 
considerable work had been done. The 
main thing which had been accom- 
plished was the installation in Kansas 
City of a signal fire alarm service which, 
by no means extensive enough, is a 
great improvement on what was for- 
merly in use. He said that the St. Jo- 
seph Fire Prevention Bureau had been 
perpetuated and is now practically self 
supporting. Nine ordinances pertaining 
to fire prevention had been published 
and several towns had adopted them. 
The governor has practically agreed to 
set aside a fire prevention day such as 
has been done in some other states. 

President Bush strongly recommend- 
ed that newcomers to the state who 
embark in the mercantile business 
should be carefully investigated as to 
their past records before granting them 

fire insurance and expressed the view 
that if this was done in all cities many 

fires would be prevented. 
Report by Secretary Gray 
Secretary Gray’s report showed that 
the association was in a sound finan- 
cial condition. State Agent Herd of 
the American Central suggested that 
the insurance patrol of Kansas City be 
requested to make detailed inspections 
of business and special hazard risks in 

Kansas City such as is done by the in- 

surance patrol of Milwaukee. This rec- 

ommendation was referred to a com- 
mittee for attention.

FIRE CHIEFS IN SESSION 


MEETING NOW IN MILWAUKEE 





Much Interest Is Being Taken in the 
Motor-Driven Apparatus—H. C. 
Henley a Speaker 





Milwaukee, Sept. 20—(Special)—The 
International Association of Fire En- 
gineers is holding its twenty-third an- 
nual convention here this week. The 
registry shows an attendance of 875 and 
it is expected that the total attendance 
will be more than 1,000. 

The convention was formally opened 
with an open session yesterday. The 
first business session was held in the 
afternoon and the evening was devoted 
to a memorial meeting, Judge John IF. 
Donovan of Milwaukee being the ora- 
tor. 

Interested in Motor Apparatus 

Motor fire apparatus, of course, re- 
ceived a large share of attention, al- 
though fire prevention was a topic of 
fruitful discussion. The exhibit of fire 
apparatus covers the entire main arena 
of the big Auditorium, more than $300,- 
000 worth of engines, trucks and other 
equipment being shown. A large ma- 
jority of the equipment was motor-pro- 
pelled. 

Among the interested visitors was 
the New York committee in charge of 
the selection of motor fire apparatus for 
the New York fire department, costing 
$750,000. The committee consisted of 
Chief Kenlon, Battalion Chief Howe 
and Captain Demarest. Chief Kenlon 
said he considered the show of appara- 
tus at Milwaukee the most beneficial 
thing the committee has run across ir 
its investigation. 

ZH. C. Henley a Speaker 

“Fire Prevention by Education 
Rather Than Legislation” was the topic 
discussed by H. C. Henley, superin- 
tendent of the St. Louis Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau, and Chief A. V. Bennett of 
Birmingham, Ala. Chief W. H. Loller 
of Youngstown, O., discussed “Compul- 
sory Sprinkling of Basements.” Chief 
J. F. Runyan of Morristown, N. J., 
spoke on “The Equipment and Efficien- 
cy of Volunteer Fire Services.” 

Former Chief Edward F. Croker was 
scheduled for an address and discus- 
sion of the proposition to establish a 
college for the training and education 
of firemen. 

The motor fire apparatus question 
was discussed from the standpoint of 
gasolene and electric motive power by 
Chiefs W. H. Daggett of Springfield, 
Mass., and Thomas Ballantyne of Sa- 
vannah, Ga. 

Was Exhibitors’ Day 


Following a parade of motor fire equip- 
ment this morning all of the manufac- 
turers participated in a demonstration 
and working test of the apparatus. It 
was exhibitors’ day and no work was 
done by the convention. In his address 
on fire prevention, Superintendent Henley, 
of St. Louis, said people do not seem to 
realize that the destruction of property 
increases the cost of living, which is 
only one reason why education in fire pre- 
vention should accompany legislation.

Cincinnati Club Passes a Resolution as 
to Its Membership Qualifications 
Relating to Annexes 





The Cincinnati Fire Underwriters’ 
Club took definite action on the 14th on 
the matter of “underwriters’ agencies.” 
All “underwriters ’agencies” which had 
agents in Cincinnati on June 29 last 
are recognized. There were some 
eighteen or twenty in all. Any agents 
appointed after that date cannot be- 
come members of the club, neither can 
agents of the parent companies remain 
in the club if the underwriters has an 
agent outside. The English-American 
Underwriters and the Providence 
Washington have both appointed agents 
since June 29 and are up in arms over 
the new ruling. The “underwriters’ 
agency” question is a troublesome one 
in Cincinnati as elsewhere.

MAY MAKE ITS OWN ENGINES 


Detroit Has Auto Machine Claimed to 
Be Very Efficient—Field Men  , 
Inspect Flint 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 18—(Special 
Correspondence)—There is some talk 
of Detroit going into the manufacture 
of auto fire engines. The new engine 
is said to be as efficient as the old style 
fire engine and the modern chemical 
engine. Instead of having a tank which 
it is necessary to charge with chemicals, 
ordinary water is pumped from the 
mains and, in passing through the en- 
gine, is charged with a chemical which 
gives it all the efficiency of the old style 
chemical, but at the same time, does 
not limit its work to the amount which 
may be in the tank. The engines as 
designed, will have a capacity of 350 
gallons of water a minute. It is claimed 
they will be far superior to the present 
steam engines which throw 500 gallons 
a minute. 











Must Have Fire Drills—Insurance 
Commissioner Palmer is sending com- 
munications to all the school boards 
and county school commissioners in the 
state calling attention to the law passed 
at the last session of the legislature 
which requires the state fire marshal to 
compel teachers of public and private 
schools and educational institutions to 
have one fire drill a month and to keep 
all doors and exits unlocked during 
school hours. Under the provisions of 
the new law, any officer who neglects 
to comply with the requirements shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction, shall be fined not to 
exceed $100 and in default of this pay- 
ment shall be imprisoned not to exceed 
thirty days. 


Inspection of Flint—After a day of 
hard work, members of the Michigan 


State Fire Prevention Association, who 


have been investigating the condition 
of local property in respect to the pos- 
sibility of fires from carelessness, say 
they are satisfied that the general in- 
spection of the different cities and 
towns of the state will be a good thing. 
Flint is the first city in the state to be 
inspected since the organization of the 
association in Detroit, some time ago. 
Many defects in property were found, 
but in every case, where they were 
pointed out the inspectors found the 
property owners ready to comply with 
the requests made for improvements. 
In two instances in the downtown dis- 
trict, large quantities of dynamite were 
found stored in hardware stores and as 
a result of a conference with the local 
hardware dealers it is expected the deal- 
ers themselves will be before the com- 
mon council at its next meeting to ask 
that an ordinance be passed prohibit- 
ing the storing of explosives in the busi- 
ness district. Several of the moving 
picture theaters were declared to be a 
menace to public safety and it is prob- 
able that many changes will be made in 
this class of theaters in the near future. 
Gasoline in large quantities was found 
stored in many buildings and many 
basements were found filled with rub- 
bish. In spite of these many defects, 
the inspectors say that a large number 





of business men had cleaned up their 
places previous to the _ inspection. 
Where defects of any kind were found 
in the property, the attention of the 
state fire marshal will be called to them 
and the owners will be required to make 
the necessary changes at once.

Water Main Was Closed 

Fire at the shops of the Big Four 
railroad at Brightwood, a suburb of In- 
dianapolis, destroyed buildings and ma- 
chinery valued at over $300,000 and car- 
rying $150,000 insurance. The eight- 
inch main, chief feeder to that suburb, 
was closed, as it had been damaged by 
workmen digging a sewer. The firemen 
were handicapped by lack of pressure 
in smaller mains. A large cistern in 
the yards ard the big water tank for 
locomotives were invaluable in supply- 
ing water at critical times until the wa- 
ter company came to the rescue with 
added pressure. 





Is Marriage a Hazard? 

George Burtt, 39 years old, inspector 
for the Merchants Heat & Light Com- 
pany, has been arrested charged with 
arson in setting fire to the house of 
Emil Aichele. He confessed that he 
threw a bunch of greasy rags into the 
cellarway of the house. He was in- 
censed at the tenant, he said, for mar- 
rying his (Burtt’s) former wife. 

Mrs. Lizzie Leap, dissatisfied with her 
father’s second marriage, tried to burn 
down his house near Noblesville, Ind., 
by piling furniture, carpets, etc., in the 
middle of the living room and applying 
a match. The blaze was seen in time 
to be extinguished with little property 
damage. 





Occupying New Quarters 

The headquarters of the Home Fire 
of Indiana which, however, is going to 
change its name in deference to the de- 
sires of the Home of New York, are 
being rapidly fitted up on the fifteenth 
floor of the Lemcke Annex building, 
Indianapolis, and it is expected the 
company will begin writing business 
with the opening of the new year. 
James F. Joseph, vice-president and un- 
derwriting manager, is at his post and 
doing the preliminary work connected 
with the coming aggressive campaign.

JOLIET TRIAL FOR NEXT WEEK 








Issue Between the Goodspeed Agency 
and Connecticut Is Not Set- 
tled Out of Court 





The injunction of the Goodspeed 
agency of Joliet, Ill., against the Con- 
necticut and its representatives in the 
recent fight will come up for a hearing 
before the court next week. The case 
had been set for Monday of this week 
but was postponed a week with the con- 
sent of both complainant and defendant. 

The matter has been brought before 
the National Association of Local 
Agents and the Illinois association and 
otherwise given a number of trials. An 
effort to settle the matter out of the 
courts was made by the complainant, 
but the Connecticut has declined, now 
that it has been brought into the courts, 
to leave a decision in the trouble to any 
tribunal other than the judicial.

Illinois Fire Prevention Day

mation setting aside Oct. 9, the fortieth 
anniversary of the Chicago Fire, as fire 
prevention day in Illinois. This gives the 
movement the highest official endorsement 
and its greatest opportunity, but the prac- 
tical results in the various towns and 
cities depend upon the interest and co- 
operation of the local agents. Will you 
help? 

The endorsement of the various gov- 
ernors who have proclaimed Oct. 9 as fire 
prevention day is a tremendous help to 
the campaign against the fire waste. But 
to get the full benefit the agents should 
take the lead in seeing that the proclama- 
tion is acted upon by the local authorities, 
the schools and the commercial organiza- 
tions. The governors have done all that 
can be asked of them in issuing such 
strongly worded proclamations on the sub- 
ject, giving all the official endorsement 
of the state to the movement. They can- 
not follow it up with the mayors and vil- 
lage boards and school trustees. That 
must devolve upon those directly inter- 
ested in the fire prevention campaign. 
And who is more interested in any com- 
munity than the local agent? Just a lit- 
tle effort, with this good start, will se- 
cure a local proclamation from the mayor, 
a clean-up day resolution from the coun- 
cil, instructions for exercises in the 
schools from the board, publicity for the 
day and movement in the local press. 

Will you do it, or will you let this great 
opportunity slip? It is up to you, Mr. 
Insurance Man?

WAIVER OF INVENTORY RULE 





Opinion of the Wisconsin Attorney- 
General Holds Against the Use 
of This Clause 





The waiver of inventory or appraise- 
ment used as an endorsement to the 
New York standard policy is not per- 
missible in Wisconsin, according to the 
attorney-general of that state. Hilbert, 
Baerwald & Dawe Company of Milwau- 
kee advised all their clients under date 
of August 18 that the propriety of this 
clause on a Wisconsin standard policy 
was doubtful and secured legal advice 
on the matter and a ruling from the at- 
torney general. 

This clause amends a portion of the 
policy in spite of that portion which 
provides: “No officer, agent or other 
representative of the company shall have 
power to waive any provision or con- 
dition of this policy except such as by 
the terms of this policy may be the 
subject of agreement endorsed hereon 
or added hereto,” and no provision is 
made in the policy for amending the 
section regarding adjustment of losses. 

The agency further stated in its cir- 
cular that the section relating to loss 
adjustment, by the use of this clause, 
might be interpreted to force an inven- 
tory of undamaged property where the 
loss exceeded 5 percent and therefore 
be construed as amending or defining 
that part of the policy. The attorney- 
general of the state gave no opinion on 
the first question but on the latter says: 

“It is my opinion that the clause 
should not be permitted for the reason 
that the inference to be drawn from its 
language plainly is that in event the 
damage exceeds 5 percent a schedule 
of both the damaged and undamaged 
property is required, which construc- 
tion would, I believe, be in conflict with 
the provisions of the aforesaid statute 
as I construe them.” 





Specials vs. Locals 

For the second time this year the lo- 
cal and special agents at Milwaukee 
will try to settle their differences on 
the baseball field. The first argument 
which took place at the annual picnic 
resulted in a score of 9 to 0 in the 
agents’ favor and giving them another 
hold on the Russell championship cup. 
Walter Schroeder donated a handsome 
silver trophy to be played for three 
times and the first game will be on Sat- 
urday afternoon on Marquette Univer- 
sity field. 

The locals feel rather “uppish” be-

putting up a bold front. 





Alleged Firebug Indicted 
Wright Davis, formerly residing at 
the corner of Edna and Cedar streets, 
Peoria, Ill., has been indicted by the 


September grand jury, for setting fire to 
a dwelling occupied by him and Rich- 
ard Taylor, and the house adjoining. 
The house occupied by Davis is a total 
loss, and both parties had insurance. 
Taylor bought the house under contract 
from James H. Jones, who owns both 
houses in fee simple. The adjoining 
house was occupied by Martin Journey, 
a very respectable colored man, em- 
ployed by the Peoria Star for fifteen 
years. Davis assaulted Journey’s chil- 
dren without cause and Journey had 
him arrested. There was considerable 
ill-feeling and there was strong evi- 
dence against Wright Davis. He was 
seen by several parties removing grips 
and trunks loaded with family trinkets 
shortly before the fire, and asked a per- 
son with whom he left them to keep 
mum, 

D. C. Schupp, the Peoria local agent 
was foreman of the grand jury. 





Claim of “Immunity Bath” 

On the ground that the constitution 
sets forth that no person shall be com- 
pelled in a criminal case to be a witness 
against himself, attorneys for Miss 
Mary Roberts at Oshkosh, Wis., are at- 
tempting to secure a new trial for her. 
She is serving a three year term for ar- 
son. It is alleged she was subjected to 
an investigation and inquisition by the 
deputy state fire marshal under author- 
ity of the fire marshal law, to secure 
evidence wherewith to charge her with 
arson. It is said this is the first time 
this point has been raised in Wisconsin 
and that it involves a question similar 
to that raised in the United States court 
in Illinois by Judge Humphrey and 
known as the immunity bath, in the 
packers’ case. It has a direct bearing 
on the Wisconsin fire marshal law and 
is arousing much interest. 

Because the evidence upon which the 
complaint was based was obtained from 
one of the accused men, Judge Parish 
at Ashland, Wis., has dismissed the case 
against Con Lloyd and J. V. Smeaton, 
charged with conspiracy to write insur- 
ance on Smeaton’s lumber after it was 
destroyed by fire a year ago. 





Charge Against Saloonkeeper 

A warrant charging arson was sworn 
out by J. E. Florin, Wisconsin deputy 
fire marshal, against W. J. Stephens, a 
saloonkeeper of Superior, in connection 
with the fire at the Arlington hotel in 
that city, Sept. 13. The examination 
was set for Sept 21. Stephens’ saloon 
is on the first floor of the hotel and it 
was claimed that he threw a lighted 
match in a closet where there was in- 
flammable material. According to Assist- 
ant Chief Colon of the fire department, 
Mrs. William Sauter, Stephens’ daugh- 
ter, said she had seen her father set 
fire to a mass of mattresses and bedding 
in the closet. Her statements were 
verified by a steamfitter. Stephens dis- 
claims all knowledge of the fire. State 
Fire Marshal T. M. Purtell claims the 
evidence against Stephens is very dam- 
aging.

18, three indictments have been re- 
turned by the grand jury upon evi- 
dence furnished by Deputy State Fire 
Marshal Tracey and detectives for the 
Wabash railroad. 

A. C. Crafts, owner of the elevator, 
and two brothers named Henden are 
the accused parties and the charge is 
made that Crafts secured the aid of 
Hendon brothers in destroying the ele- 
vator and in removing the grain from 
the same before the fire occurred, al- 
though he put in a claim for insurance 
on the grain, which included a quantity 
of timothy seed. It is claimed that the 
timothy seed was sold to a dealer in 
another town at a price below market, 
indicating a desire to get rid of it 
quickly. 

The Wabash detectives unearthed the 
alleged crime in investigating the de- 
struction of three box cars which were 
burned along with the elevator. 

Crafts had placed insurance a few 
days before the fire with the Home of 
New York, the National and the Hawk- 
eye & Des Moines. The insurance on 
the elevator was $9,200 and on the 
grain $7,200.

WILL NOT PROMULGATE RATES 











Missouri Committee of Managers De- 
cides to Wait Pending Further Ne- 
gotiations with Blake 


The committee of managers in charge 
of the Missouri situation met in Chi- 
cago yesterday and decided not to pub- 
lish the rates prepared for various 
towns in Missouri by the Missouri 
Actuarial Bureau as advisory estimates 
pending further negotiations with the 
insurance department looking to the 
clearing up of the whole matter. The 
committee will probably meet again 
within two or three weeks. 

During the months that Superintend- 
ent Blake of Missouri has been consider- 
ing the basis schedules filed by the com- 
panies last spring, the rating bureau has 
been actively at work rating the various 
towns. Its estimates for some seventy 
or eighty towns have been printed, but 
not distributed. If Mr. Blake should 
approve the basis schedule as filed, 
these rates could be promulgated as 
mandatory. It was proposed recently 
that they be promulgated as advisory 
estimates to serve as guides especially 
on new risks on which no former rate 
is binding under the ruling of the insur- 
ance department. It was on this pro- 
posal that the committee acted ad- 
versely. . 


Object to Missouri Suit 

A provisional writ of prohibition has 
been issued by the Missouri supreme 
court to prevent the local court at 
Mexico, Mo., taking jurisdiction in the 
suits of the Gold Issue Mining & Mill- 
ing Company against a large nuinber 
of insurance companies, the amount of 
the suits being $134,000. The Gold Is- 
sue Company owned property in Colo- 
rado, which was burned Aug. 13, 1910. 
It is an Arizona company, doing busi- 
ness in Colorado, and the companies al- 
lege there is no valid reason for bring- 
ing the suits in Missouri. Service was 
obtained on the Missouri superintend- 
ent of insurance and the defendants 
contend that this official can only be an 
agent for citizens of the state. Their 
objection to trying the cases in Mis- 
souri is that it would deprive them of 
their witnesses, who cannot be reached 
by process from the Missouri courts. 


Competition in Arkansas 

Competition for sprinklered business 
throughout Arkansas and particularly at 
Fort Smith, and the willingness of com- 
panies to bid on the state school prop- 
erties as requested by the state, prom- 
ises to result in a general demoraliza- 
tion of rates in Arkansas. Cooperation 
is prevented by the state laws and the 
absence of an inspection bureau has al- 
ready resulted in a general lowering of 
rates on certain classes. 


Opens St. Louis City Office 
The American Central has opened a 
fine city office in St. Louis on the 
ground floor of the Pierce building.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


NOT MUCH HOPE FOR REPEAL 








Insurance Men of Kentucky Fear They 
Can Not Knock Out Valued Policy 
Law 


While every local agent ard field man 
in Kentucky favors the repeal of the 
valued policy law now on the statute 
books of that state, few ‘of them be- 
lieve that there is a chance to secure 
action along this line, although every- 
body is willing and ready to work for 
this end. It is believed that neither 
political party would be willing to es- 
pouse the underwriters cause, because 
of the fear of the campaign thunder 
which would be generated for use on 
the other side. Besides, log-rolling 
methods prevail in Kentucky politics, 
and most measures of general import- 
ance are side-tracked before the session 
gets far along. 


Two Associations Organized 


Fire prevention associations for 
North and South Carolina were organ- 
ized last week at a meeting at Char- 
lotte, N. C. Harry Bush, vice-president 
of the Dixie Fire, was elected presi- 
dent of the North Carolina association, 
and S. C. Sparkman, special agent of 
the Royal, was elected head of the 
South Carolina body. 

One of the leading addresses was de- 
livered by Frank G. Snyder, special 
agent of the Liverpool & London &

By a resolution adopted by the Louisi- 
‘ana state insurance rating board the 
common agent of the insurance com- 
panies was called upon to show cause on 
Nov. 12 why the special rate known as 
the “conflagration hazard charge” of 25 
cents per $100 now applying on all risks 
in what is termed the congested district, 
except fireproof risks, should not be elim- 
inated. This charge in the schedule, if 
brought about, will affect thousands of 
dollars of insurance and make a sweep- 
ing reduction on the rates of insurance 
in the New Orleans business district, it 
was declared at the meeting.

LIFE INSURANCE PAY 

“Tue statement has been made to 
me upon numerous occasions during 
the last few years by managers or gen- 
eral agents to the effect that agents 
cannot succeed within a reasonable 
period of time under the present scale 
of commissions in life insurance. It 
certainly follows that if a manager 1s 
in this frame of mind, he is poorly 
equipped to train an agent and as a 
matter of logical sequence psychologic- 
ally, an agent under him will not suc- 
ceed. There never was a time in the 
history of American life insurance when 
a beginner could rise to the point of 
making a living wage any more readily 
than he can under present conditions. 
This statement, of course, is predicated 
upon the assumption that the agent is 
intelligently selected and thoroughly 
and adequately trained for his voca- 
tion.” 

This statement is made in a very 
powerful and illuminating paper writ- 
ten by Warren M. Horner of Minneap- 
olis, general agent of the ProviDENT 
Lire & Trust for Minnesota and Iowa. 
Mr. Horner is one of the successful 
agency men of the west. He produces 
a large business as does his agency. He 
represents a company that pays but 
moderate commissions, a believer in 
economic administration. 

Many general agents agree with Mr. 
Horner. They would dislike to go 
back to the days prior to the Arm- 
strong investigation. They believe that 
the New York commission scale as now 
allowed is about correct. There might 
be a trifle more margin allowed but 
the big general agents find that there 
is good money to be made in the busi- 
ness for high grade companies. 

Men today in seeking life insurance 
are paying more attention to the char- 
acter of companies and the standing of 
agents that represent them. The re- 
putable companies that are paying good 
dividends or those that have a good 
nonparticipating rate are having no 
difficulty in getting business and men. 

Mr. Horner in this paper read before 
the Egurrasie Lire of Iowa Acents As- 
SOCIATION, has been bold enough to ex- 
press the courage of his convictions. 
The high commission companies need 


to take heed. There is trouble ahead 
for them. An investigation similar to 
that started in New York would bring 
out facts that would be startling when 
it comes to the big agency expense of 
the high commission institutions.

PREFERRED’S NEW MOVE 


ENTERS THE CASUALTY FIELD 





Franklin J. Moore, Manager of New 
Department, Brings Many Agents 
to the Company. 





The Preferred Accident entered the 
general casualty field this week. It 
begins at once writing liability, auto- 
mobile property damage and collision 
and burglary insurance. Franklin J. 
Moore, former United States manager 
of the General Accident, is in charge 
of this department with the title of 
general manager of the casualty de- 
partment. Plate glass insurance will 
be taken up later on, and probably 
fidelity bonds also. A number of for- 
mer general agents of the General Ac- 
cident have resigned and followed Mr. 
Moore into the Preferred. 

For the present the casualty depart- 
ment will operate only in the larger 
cities. A new agency plant will be 
built up for this purpose, as the Pre- 
ferred’s old plant in the large cities 
consists almost exclusively of accident 
men, who do not control liability lines 
and whose full time is profitably occu- 
pied in taking care of the company’s 
large health and accident business. 

Company Acts Quickly 

The Preferred had not intended to 
enter the casualty field so soon, but 
when the opportunity to secure the ser- 
vices of Mr. Moore presented itself the 
company acted quickly. Policy forms 
and supplies were rushed through the 
printing offices and preparations were 
made to begin writing Oct. 1. But 
this was not speedy enough. General 
agents. of the General Accident, who 
decided to cast their lot with their old 
manager rather than with the com- 
pany, began resigning and coming over 
to the Preferred and their business had 
to be taken care of without delay. 
Hence on Monday it was stated that 
casualty business would be begun on 
Tuesday. 

Plans for Chicago 

Wilfred C. Potter, secretary of the 
Preferred, Mr. Moore and Henry F. 
Sewall, of Sewall & Alden of New 
York, spent the latter part of last week 
in Chicago, looking over the local situ- 
ation. They did not announce any ap- 
pointment, but met several casualty 
men. Mr. Potter stated that the com- 





pany would have a general agency in 
Chicago, with offices separate from the 
branch office of the accident depart- 
ment. It is known that one or two 
well+known liability men are under 
consideration for this general agency. 

In the casualty department the Pre- 
ferred expects to follow the same plan 
as it has found so successful in the ac- 
cident line. It will go after preferred 
risks in the various casualty lines. 

Many Agents Follow Moore 

While in Chicago Mr. Moore stated 
that already general agents of the Gen- 
eral Accident writing over half of its 
business outside of the industrial dis- 
ability line had agreed to go with him 
to the Preferred Accident. Among 
those whose transfer has already been 
announced are the following: Sewall 
& Alden, New York City, whose busi- 
ness in the General amounted to $800,- 
000 a year in premiums; H, P. Brain- 
ard, manager, and C. E. Marvin, agent, 
Buffalo, N. Y.; J. B. Morden, Niagara 
Falls, N. Y.; Frederic G. Huntington, 
Cincinnati; O. B. Hunnicutt, Columbus, 
Ohio; F. E. Henry, Ashtabula, Ohio; 
F. J. Neale, Cleveland; the Roberts 
Company, Milwaukee. 

H. A. Talbot, former general attor- 
ney of the claim department of the 
General Accident, becomes general 
attorney of the casualty department of 
the Preferred Accident and John A. 
Bloomingston, attorney of the General 
at Chicago, goes with the Preferred in 
the same capacity. 

Ready to Grasp Opportunity 

President Kimball C. Atwood is to be 
congratulated upon being in position 
to take such advantage of circum- 
stances outside of his own company. 
It was only a few months ago the Pre- 
ferred had its charter amended so as 
to enable it to write all casualty and 
surety lines. There was then no pros- 
pect that it soon would fall heir to one 
of the best known casualty managers 
in the country and a very important 
part of a large agency plant. 

With $700,000 capital and $960,000 
net surplus and a splendid reputation, 
the Preferred is in excellent condition 
to enter the general casualty field. It 
will be a conference company in all the 
lines which it writes. 





J. C. Bruce, formerly state inspector 
of the Missouri Life & Accident, has been 
appointed executive special agent of the 
Royal Casualty of St. Louis. At present 
he is making his headquarters at the Chi- 
cago branch office of the company and 
working in Illinois.

Tells About the Retirement of Man- 
ager Boyer and Outlines Its Pol- 
icy of Operation 


The General Accident’s Monthly Re- 
view, the paper devoted to the interests 
of its industrial disability department, 
has something to say of moment in the 
current issue in view of the recent fu- 
rore caused by the insurance commis- 
sioners’ investigation. Regarding claim 
adjustments, it says: 


The claims department of our business 
is the department, above all departments, 
that ought to be looked upon more or 
less in the nature of a grave responsibil- 
ity. Recent criticism of some of our 
claim settlements have made us look and 
feel very foolish, and while we have in 
a vast number of instances acted the 
part of philanthropists and benefactors 
in paying claims under which we were 
not legally liable, we are not for that 
reason to excuse ourselves for those 
claims which have not been handled as 
they ought to have been. Our wishes 
with regard to claims generally will reach 
you later in the form of a circular letter 
of general instructions. 

_ Believes in the Square Deal 

Meantime, we place the responsibility 
on you, in so far as you are responsible 
for claims settlements, of seeing that our 
motto, “A Square Deal,” is honored to the 
limit. We are protecting ourselves be- 
yond the possibility of criticism by the 
institution of a committee of appeals at 
the home office, that is, a committee 
which will advise and decide upon any 
claim with regard to which there is the 
slightest doubt or a substantial differ- 
ence of view between the claimant and 
the industrial department. 

Eennedy at the Head 

We have appointed, subject to our 
management and to such committee, John 
J. Kennedy as chief adjuster in the in- 
dustrial department. His _ instructions 
are most explicit, and at the time of 
writing we have every confidence in Mr. 
Kennedy’s work and the manner in which 
he deals with it. Mr. Kennedy has be- 
hind him many years’ practical field and 
home office experience, and will be found 
at all times anxious to cooperate with the 
agents of the industrial department in 
any matter affecting their agency arising 
out of claims adjustments, In order that 
the assured may have a proper under- 
standing of what he will have a right to 
expect in the event of his requiring to 
make a claim after he comes into benefit, 
he should be told exactly what the con- 
ditions of his policy are and the nature 
of the benefits it confers. 

You can give the lie direct to any sug- 
gestion that the company has now, or 
ever had, the slightest intention of re- 
linquishing its industrial business or 
turning its back on any portion of its 
field force. On the contrary, the in- 
dustrial department is going to be bigger 
and more successful than ever, and every 
one connected with it will be the bigger 
= the more successful because of that 

act. 


Retirement of Mr. Boyer 


_ As to Manager C. H. Boyer of the 
industrial department, who has retired, 
the company says: 


Those of us who may have followed 
closely the reports of the proceedings of 
the recent convention of insurance com- 
missioners, and subsequent action of in- 
dividual commissioners, must be agreed 
that severance of the existing tie between 
the corporation and C. H. Boyer was al- 
most inevitable. His dismissal was de- 
manded under threat of cancellation of 
licenses. It is not necessary to consider 
here either the power of the commis- 
sioners to enforce such demand, or the 
justice of the verdict, or the facts on 
Which the sentence against him was 
based, in order to reach the conclusion 
indicated, nor does our attitude imply 
that we are in any way in opposition to 
the commissioners. We have to accept 
the situation as it is and not as it might 
be. Would it, we ask you, be right (it 
would clearly be unprofitable) for a great 
corporation, being foreign, to set itself 
at variance with the insurance depart- 
ments of not less than twenty-five states 
acting expressly in the public interest? 
Was it, for instance, for the advantage 
of Mr. Boyer in the long run to let him 

e the occasion of such a serious dis- 
bute? The answers to both questions 
must be in the negative, and are sufficient 
to explain the action taken by the cor- 
poration, although it must be conceded 
that the subject is not thereby exhausted. 
M he corporation, as required, gives to 
hig Boyer notice of the termination of 

S agreement of service in accordance 
we its terms, and deposes him from 
4 € position of manager of the industrial 

epartment. The agreement provided for 


ices meantime to be at the disposal of 
the corporation. Mr. Boyer, however, 
could not bring himself to act in a sub- 
ordinate position and on the 7th of Sep- 
tember gave notice of the termination 
of his agreement in five days, which was 
also provided for in that document. It 
goes without saying that Mrs. Boyer 
leaves with her husband, and it is no se- 
cret that both of them are almost heart- 
broken over the event. It is a cruel fate 
for two people who have for years la- 
bored zealously and successfully to build 
up a magnificent business in which their 
life interest was centered; but the dark 
cloud has its silver lining—in the mutual 
confidence which rests between the cor- 
poration and the Boyers. It will be grati- 
fying to all friends of both of them to 
know that Mr. and Mrs. Boyer are to 
remain loyal to the corporation, and 
while no longer in its service, will do 
all in their power to help the corpora- 
tion to preserve and fortify that branch 
of the business which with justifiable 
pride they regard as their own creation. 


Defects Will Be Corrected 


The future of the branch we firmly be- 
lieve will be more brilliant even than 
the past. Any defects disclosed by the 
examination of the insurance depart- 
ment will be _ corrected. The recom- 
mendations of the commissioners have 
been adopted by the corporation in their 
entirety, and the result will no doubt be 
a permanent improvement of the busi- 
ness. 

So complete a change in the manage- 
ment, not only in the industrial depart- 
ment, but all the other departments, and 
the loss, if loss it can be called, of other 
officials in the ordinary departments whose 
services have been dispensed with, has 
been brought about with surprisingly 
little inconvenience. Matters are pro- 
ceeding extremely smoothly; friends and 
connections have almost without excep- 
tion rallied round us, and there have 
been so many tokens of loyalty mailed to 
us that we feel we have entered upon a 
new era of prosperity for the company. 

Objects in View 

We have one object in view, or rather 
several objects which may be regarded 
as one, namely: the getting together of a 
larger income of a profitable nature than 
ever before; the placing of the company’s 
reputation in the United States on an 
unquestionable plane; fair and even gen- 
erous treatment of our assured; the en- 
couragement, in season and out of sea- 
son, of everyone connected with us, by 
making the weak man strong, the strong 
man stronger, and big man bigger. Al- 
though we are a corporate body, we must 
become animated individually with that 
pride of service which will make each 
of us valuable units of one great whole, 
and invincible in the achievement of 
every legitimate object we have in view.

LOTT WANTS UNIFORMITY 
VALUE OF ACCIDENT FIGURES 


Statistics Needed Which Will Point 
Out What Expense Will Re- 
sult from New Laws 


Edson S. Lott, president of the Unit- 
ed States Casualty, read a paper on 
“The Advantages of Uniform Accident 
Schedules” at the meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for Labor Legislation 
in Chicago last week. He presented a 
strong argument for a uniform system 
of reporting accidents under which re- 
liable statistics would be accumulated 
on a large enough scale to enable lia- 
bility insurance companies intelligently 
to make rates under changed conditions 
of legislation. 

Statistics are valuable chiefly as they 
can be utilized for some practical beneti- 
cent purpose. In the case of labor sta- 
tistics this purpose should be the im- 
provement of the conditions of labor 
with as little additional burden as pos- 
sible on the employer and the public. 
It is only by means of past experience 
as shown in accurate and apt statistics 
that it can be shown where trouble 
lies and what legislation promises best 
and most economically to remove the 
trouble. 

Need of Uniformity Evidenced 

It was for such statistics that 
Lott made his plea. 
follows: 


It seems to me that trying to prove 
that it is advantageous to have through- 
out the country a uniform system for 
reporting to responsible heads accidents 
to workmen, is much like trying to prove 
that it is wet when it rains—if it rains 
hard enough. And because it all looks 
so easy, I may find it as hard as I did 
to answer the query of my little grand- 
son, who asked, “Grandfather, why is it 
wet when it rains?” 

The lack of uniformity in the manner 
and method of reporting accidents, and 
the wide diversity of the information 
contained in such reports, is a serious 
handicap in a study of available statis- 
tics for the purpose of intelligently pre- 
dicting the effect of changes in labor 
laws. Hardly any two state labor de- 
partments use similar blanks in asking 
for reports of accidents, and the method 
of tabulating accident statistics changes 
with state boundary lines. The result is 
that any general compilation of indus- 
trial accident figures available for public 
use is not possible. They have not suffi- 
cient points in common. 

Some Statistics Misleading 

But beyond all this is the fact that 
investigators sometimes omit the col- 
lection of important details that would 
give another aspect to the subject sought 
to be illuminated by statistics; and as 
frequently the statistics themselves vary 
with the varying notions of the persons 
who give the original data, if there be 
the least opportunity for a difference of 
opinion as to how questions should be 
answered. 

It has been said: “There are three 
kinds of lies—white lies, black lies, and 
statistics.” 

If all this be true, uniform schedules 
for reporting industrial accidents will 
not only prove highly advantageous, but 
intelligence in compiling statistics will 
work a revolution. We shall then get 
information really of value. 

Speaking from the standpoint of an 
official of an insurance company writing 
employers’ liability and workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance the country over, I 
can testify that it would be most advan- 
tageous to such insurance companies to 
have all industrial accidents in all states 
reported in the same way and disclosing 
the same information. The statistics 
which, within a few years, could and 
would be tabulated from such a mine 
of information would be of great use to 
casualty insurance companies in deciding 
intelligently and fairly what effect new 
labor laws would have on the cost of 
employers’ liability and workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance. 

Would FPoretell Law’s Effect 


Inasmuch as the rejection or adoption 
of new labor laws by legislatures is apt 
to hinge on the burden to employers such 
proposed laws may fairly be expected to 
entail, the state is certainly interested in 
anything which gives promise of fore- 
telling what that burden is likely to be. 

The premium rates for employers’ lia- 
bility and workmen’s compensation in- 
surance tell, more or less accurately, 
what that burden really is. Reliable 
statistics, gathered" from a very large 
number of intelligent and comprehensive 
reports of industrial accidents, would 
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materially to their present knowledge, 
and would bring their business that 
much nearer to an exact science. In that 
event, I am sure lawmakers could be 
made to see more clearly than at present 
the very great additional burden they 
place on the shoulders of employers, when 
they broaden the liability of employers 
as respects accidents to their employes 
—just though I believe such burden to 


I believe that the state and the insur- 
ance company are both vitally interested 
in uniform accident schedules. I am of 
the opinion that the information which 
the state most needs is that which the 
insurance companies find most useful for 
themselves. 

What casualty insurance companies 
themselves want to get from reports of 
accidents is: 

ist. Data that will show what meas- 
ures should be taken for the prevention 
of accidents. 

2d. Data that will show who is re- 
sponsible for accidents. 

3d. Data that will enable the calcula- 
tion of premiums for employers’ liability 
and workmen’s compensation insurance. 

Basis of Accident Prevention 

As respects accident prevention, cas- 
ualty insurance companies should have, 
in connection with each accident re- 
ported: 

(a) Description of the place where 
the accident occurred and of the tool or 
appliance causing the accident, 

(b) Description of how the place where 
the accident occurred was lighted. 

(c) Description of the accident itself. 

(d) Statement of the cause of the ac- 
cident. 

(e) Statement whether guards were 
provided, and if provided, whether they 
were adequate. 

(f) Statement whether guards were in 
use, and if not, whether they had been 
removed by the injured person. 

(g) Age of injured person. 

(h) Sex and nationality of injured 


(i) ‘Duties of injured person. 
(j) Length of time the injured per- 


son had worked with the tool or appli- 


ance causing the accident. 

(k) Statement of the instructions, if 
any, that had been given the injured per- 
son regarding his work, and regarding 
the tool or appliance causing the acci- 


dent. 

(1) Statement as to whether the acci- 
dent was due to want of ordinary care 
on the part of the injured person. 

(m) Statement as to whether the in- 
jured person was under the influence of 
intoxicants or drugs at the time of the 
accident. 

(n) Hour of day at which the acci- 
dent occurred. 

(o) Number of hours the injured per- 
son had been working on the day the 
accident occurred. 

(p) Statement as to whether “pushers” 
or “shovers’” were employed to speed up 
workmen, including the injured person. 

(q) Statement as to whether and how 
the accident could have been avoided. 

Responsibility for Accidents 

As respects responsibility for acci- 
dents, we should have data that will en- 
able the classifications of accidents under 
one of the following heads: 

(a) Inevitable risk. 

(b) Carelessness or want of skill. 

(c) Want of guards. 

(4d) Non-use of guards. 

(e) Improper factory arrangements. 
(f) Insufficient lighting. 

(g) Want of proper instruction. 

(h) Disobedience of rules. 

(i) Unfit clothing. 

(j) Intoxication or under influence of 


(k) Fault of other (third) persons. 

( Fault of employer and workman 
jointly. 

These data re lacking as_ respects 
American industries. If we had them we 
should know pretty well what per cent 
of injured workmen could obtain “dam- 
ages” from their employers under the 
utmost possible extension of the em- 
ployers’ liability system. The experience 
of casualty insurance companies shows 
that of all workmen injured during em- 
ployment (in this country) only one in 
eight obtained “damages” from his em- 
ployer; and this takes into account only 
those injuries of sufficient importance to 
have been reported to the insurance com- 
panies. Of course these damages were 
obtained on the theory that the employ- 
ers were wholly at fault for the in- 
juries. 

German statistics seem to show that 
under the utmost extension of the em- 
ployers’ liability system, apart from the 
system which provides ‘‘compensation” 
for practically all accidents, irrespective 
of who is at fault, one injured workman 
in four can obtain damages; that is, the 
employer is at fault as respects 25 per- 
cent of the accidents. 


Calculation of Insurance Cost 


As respects calculation of costs (insur- 
ance premiums) under workmen’s com- 
pensation acts, we should have the fol- 
lowing data: 

(a) The total number of workmen ex- 
posed in the given industry during a 
stated period of time. 

(b) The total wages of these workmen 
during the stated period of time. 

(c) The number of deaths of work- 
men, and the number of the dead that had 





dependents (with statement of number 
of dependents in each case, whether they 
are citizens of the United States or Can- 
ada, and their relationship to the de- 
ceased), and the number of the dead that 
had no dependents during the stated per- 
iod of time. 

(d) The number of workmen receiv- 
ing permanent disabilities, the nature of 
these disabilities, and the ages of the 
persons contracting them within the 
stated period of time. 

(e) The number of workmen tempo- 
rarily disabled and the length of time 
each was disabled frém work within the 
stated period of time. 

(f) The weekly wages of the killed 
and injured workmen, 

It is amazing what volumes of data re- 
garding the number of accidents and their 
character have been collected without 
any attempt being made to ascertain and 
state the exposure, just the thing the 
insurance actuary wants to know in mak- 
ing premium rates, The total number of 
accidents happening in the United States 
during any given period of time has but 
little to do with the making of a liability 
insurance rate for woolen mills, for an 
instance. 

Physical Hazard by States 

Another advantage of uniform accident 
schedules to casualty insurance com- 
panies is that it will enable the com- 
panies more accurately to determine what 
differences, if any, in respect to physical 
hazards exist among the states. We 
have long known that there were differ- 
ences among the states as respects the 
costs to employers for liability imposed 
by law for accidental injuries to their 
workmen. Calling this cost 1 in the 
states where it is the minimum, the 
table of relative costs for a number of 
the important states has been as fol- 
lows: Florida, 1; Maryland, 1; Penn- 
sylvania, 1; Massachusetts, 1.66; New 
York, 2; Ohio, 2; Illinois, 2.22; Indiana, 
2.22; Missouri, 2.22; Kentucky, 3.33; Ten- 
nessee, 3.33; Texas, 3.33. 

To what extent these differences have 
been due to differences in the physical 
hazard—defining ‘“‘physical hazard” as ex- 
posure to danger, methods of doing 
work, kind of machinery used, precau- 
tions taken against the occurrence of acci- 
dents, and character and intelligence of 
employes—and to what extent they have 
been due to differences in the legal haz- 
ard—defining “legal hazard” as the laws 
and judicial decisions and the attitude of 
the community, courts and juries toward 
the question of the relation between mas- 
ter and man—we have not known and 
do not now know. When these things 
are ascertained they will be of equal 
benefit to the state and the insurance 
company. 

Attitude of Employers 

There are two things to bear in mind: 
First. The employer is usually a busy 
man; he is often averse to “state inter- 
ferences” when he thinks he is being in- 
terfered with; he just naturally dislikes 
legal “red tape”; he is not infrequently 
out of sympathy with the object sought; 
if you ask him for too many details, 
some questions may be ignored or er- 
roneously answered. Second. Care should 
be taken not to burden the statistical 
departments of the state labor bureaus 
with unnecessary work or with the tabu- 
lation of figures of relatively small value 
compared with the time required in as- 
sembling them, for states are notoriously 
niggardly in appropriating money for the 
compilation of statistics for future use. 

Various states are embarking on the 
unknown sea of workmen’s “compensa- 
tion,” as distinguished from employer’s 
liability, under the notion that a work- 
man’s compensation system will cost the 
employer little or no more than an em- 
ployers’ liability system. Casualty insur- 
ance companies know better, but their 
small voice has been unheard, or un- 
heeded. When statistics such as I have 
outlined are available, they will be of 
very great aid to lawmakers in draft- 
ing laws for the prevention of accidents 
—of infinitely greater value to the world 
at large than any kind of insurance 
against accidents—and they will, I am 
confident, sustain my prediction of the 
high cost to employers of workmen’s 
compensation laws. In this connection 
I desire to commend to your favorable 
consideration the humanitarian work be- 
ing done by the American Museum of 
Safety, of New York, and kindred insti- 
tutions. 

Cost of Compensation Unknown 

Do not misunderstand me, I _ feel 
strongly that justice and humanity re- 
quire us to substitute a workmen’s com- 
pensation system for the existing em- 
ployer’s liability system, but I think we 
should make the change with no illusions 
as to the cost to employers of labor. 

To those states which ontemplate en- 
tering into the perplexing, bewildering, 
complicating, entangling, confusing, puz- 
ziing, harassing, ever changing and shift- 
ing business of liability insurance, in an 
honest endeavor to provide such insur- 
ance at a lower cost than experienced pri- 
vate insurance corporations can and do 
provide it for, I respectfully suggest that 
they first gather the necessary data on 
which to base their estimate of cost to 
employers, and that then they employ 
persons properly endowed to make proper 
use of such data—if those having the 
matter in charge have sufficient knowl- 
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edge of the subject to know such per- 
sons when they see them, and political 
influence will permit them to exercise 
their judgment. 

To those citizens who are trying to 
make personal political capital out of 
loud talk about state insurance, and to 
those who honestly believe that “the 
state” and the everchanging officeholders 
who run it can do what mortal man finds 
impossible, I have nothing to say—and 
wouldn’t be listened to, if I had. 


Extending Its Operations 

The Southwestern Surety of Denison, 
Tex., is now operating in Texas, Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Arkansas, California, Oregon, Louisi- 
ana, Virginia, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Washington, North Carolina, and the 
District of Columbia. It has also ap- 
plied for admission in Colorado. A. G. 
Ogle has been appointed manager of 
the health and accident department and 
forms are being made up covering that 
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branch of the business. Lloyd & Spen- 
gler have been appointed general agents 
at San Francisco for the Pacific Coast, 
covering California, Oregon, Washing- 
ton and Nevada. The Parker company 
has been appdinted general agent at 
Washington, D. C., its territory em- 
bracing Maryland, North Carolina and 
District of Columbia. The company is 
writing about $25,000 per month. The 
capital is $479,945, with surplus $345,460. 


Go to Southern Surety 

A. R. Wagner, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Phoenix Preferred Accident, 
has gone to St. Louis as manager of 
the industrial department of the South- 
ern Surety, which recently reinsured 
the business of the Phoenix Preferred. 
With him have gone E. Rockefeller, as 
manager of accident underwriting; W.- 
T. Mahoney, as auditor of the accident 
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department, and about fifteen old Phe- 
nix Preferred clerks. 

Two carloads of Phenix Preferred 
agents from Michigan visited the home 
office of the Southern Surety last week, 
to meet the officers and get instructions 
on Southern Surety policy forms and 
rules. 





ENTERS THE LIABILITY FIELD 





Massachusetts Bonding Announces Im- 
portant New Departure for Oct. 
1—In Fine Shape for Move 





The Massachusetts Bonding and In- 
surance will enter the field of liability 
insurance within two or three weeks. 
It is generally understood that this is 
only a forerunner of the company’s tak- 
ing up additional casualty lines. 

Fred J. Murphy of Boston is to be 
liability manager of the New England 
department of the company and will as- 
sist in organizing the liability depart- 
ment at the home office. Mr. Murphy 
was with the London Guarantee in Bos- 
ton for thirteen years. For some years 
past he has been assistant manager of 
the New England department of the 
Aetna Life. He is very highly regarded 
as a liability man. 

This move on the part of the Mas- 
sachusetts Bonding is not exactly a 
surprise. A year or so ago, when the 
question of increasing capital was first 
taken up, it was stated that the com- 
pany expected eventually to enter the 
casualty field. The company has had 
a fine record and is in splendid shape. 
It was organized about four years ago 
with $500,000 capital and $250,090 net 
surplus. Now it has $1,000,000 capital, 
$541,000 net surplus, a fine home office 
organization, a good-sized agency plant, 
which is being better developed every 
month, and a premium income mount- 
ing up towards the million dollar mark. 





Safeguard Forgery Bonds 

Columbus, Ohio, agents of surety 
companies insuring banks against losses 
by forgery, have received notice of a 
change in the rules, by which a stipula- 
tion is included that no loss from for- 
gery will be made good to a bank un- 
less the account against which the 
check is drawn has been with the bank 
at least fifteen days. The change was 
made because of the many recent losses 
by forgeries of certified checks which 
were deposited, certificates issued by 
the bank, and then these sold, certified 
checks on which they were issued after- 
ward proving to have been forged. 





Want Lower Liability Rates 

St. Louis liability agents are making 
a determined effort to induce the pow- 
ers that be to take St. Louis out of the 
class with New York and Chicago for 
automobile liability rating and place it 
in the class with Kansas City, Cleve- 
land and others in which rates are 
lower. The St. Louis agents claim that 
experience in the city, absence of con- 
gestion on the streets and the city’s 
good traffic regulations combine to en- 
title it to lower rates. So far these ef- 
forts have not been successful. 





New Accident Blanks 

New blanks which will disclose fully 
the conditions in claim departments of 
accident and health companies are be- 
ing prepared. It is understood they 
will be submitted to officials of com- 
panies and then taken up by the com- 
Missioners at their December meeting. 
The tentative draft is to call for infor- 





mation showing all accident and health 
claims in suit, disposed of, or outstand- 
ing; character of the policy; character 
of the disability; amount claimed;

OLD OFFICERS NOW CONTROL 


Former Stockholders Get Holdings 
Back from American Bankers’ As- 
surance Crowd and Take Charge 











The Federal Union Surety is now 
back in the hands of the interests which 
controlled it previous to its sale last 
spring to the American Bankers’ Assur- 
ance of St. Louis. At a meeting on 
Tuesday W. T. Durbin, ex-governor of 
Indiana, the former president. was 
elected to its old position. Samuel 
Rauh and C. M. Abbott of Indianapolis 
and Henry C. Paul of Fort Wayne were 
elected vice-presidents, and L. C. Breu- 
nig secretary. The meeting was very 
harmonious and the administration 
takes the reins again with a determina- 
tion to carry the company forward on a 
successful career. 

Several weeks ago it was reported 
that Judge William J. Henley, general 
counsel of the company, would be elect- 
He was a prominent can- 
didate, but withdrew in favor of Mr. 
Durbin. 

This marks the end of control by the 
American Bankers’ Assurance interests. 
That company purchased a majority of 
the stock of the Federal Union and 
elected some of its own officers officers 
of the surety company. The American 
Bankers soon afterward developed an 
internal fight and got into the courts. 
Finally it was arranged to sell the Fed- 
eral Union stock back to the former 
owners. 





No Arrangements Made Yet 

The Iowa Bankers’ Association has 
not yet decided what it will do regard- 
ing burglary insurance. It has had a 
contract with the National Surety, Sec- 
retary P. W. Hall acting as agent of 
the National for bank burglary and 
fidelity business, one-half of his com- 
mission being rebated to the individual 
bankers and one-half going into the 
treasury of the association. The anti- 
rebate law has put a stop rebating to 
the bankers and the association is not 
sure that payment of commissions into 
its treasury would not violate this law 
also. 

Meanwhile Mr. Hall continues to act 
as agent of the National Surety, al- 
though against the protests of some of 
the company’s other agents in the state; 
and other casualty agents are getting 
more of a hold on the bank burglary 
business since no direct benefit accrues 
to the individual banker in the form of 
a rebate from Mr. Hall. 





Statement of Pacific Surety 

The statement of the Pacific Surety 
as of Aug. 31 shows the following 
items: Total admitted assets, $631,132, 
of which $259,029 is bonds, $37,835 
stocks and $111,155 cash. The general 
claim’reserve is $38,571; special liability 
loss reserve, $25,466; reinsurance re- 
serve, $162,487; other liabilities, $15,532; 
capital, $300,000; net surplus, $89,075.

RULING ON INDEMNITY GIVEN 








Treasury Department States How 
Companies Can Get Credit Under 
Large Fiduciary Bonds 





On request of several surety com- 
panies the Treasury Department has 
construed one of its rules, which relates 
to giving credit for indemnifying agree- 
ments under fiduciary bonds, as fol- 
lows: 

Bonds of executors, administrators, 
trustees, guardians and other fiduciaries; 
in which cases a certificate of the judge 
of the probate court, setting forth the 
measure of liability upon which he fixed 
the penalty of the bond, will be accepted 
by the department as evidence of the 
amount at risk when such certificate is 
filed with the supplement covering the 
bond. Credit will also be allowed for in- 
demnifying agreements executed by sole 
heirs or beneficiaries of estates releasing 
the surety from liability: Provided, That 
a copy of such agreement shall, in each 
instance, be filed with the supplement 
covering such risk, together with satis- 
factory proof as to outstanding debts. 

In the case submitted several, but not 
all, of the heirs or beneficiaries of an 
estate desired to release surety com- 
panies from liability under bonds in ex- 
cess of their qualifying powers, by ex- 
ecuting indemnifying agreements to the 
extent of the interests of such heirs. 
The department rules that such indem- 
nifying agreements must be approved 
and formally ratified by all the coheirs 
and cobeneficiari*s having any interest 
whatsoever in the estate, must be ap- 
proved by the proper court officers and 
certified copies under seal of the court 
must be filed with the court and must 
be furnished the Treasury Department 
and attached to the particular supple- 
ments covering the risks and supported 
by satisfactory proof of all outstanding 
debts against the estates.

COMPANIES ARE COMPLYING 
Industrial Accident Committee of Com- 


missioners Convention Hears 
Report at Detroit Meeting 








A meeting of the special committee 
of insurance commissioners on ex- 
aminations of the industrial affairs of 
health and accident companies was 
held at the Hotel Tuller, Detroit, Sept. 
18. At this meeting there were present 
Commissiners Palmer, Hotchkiss, Pot- 
ter, Button and Hardison. 

Chairman Palmer read to the com- 
mittee letters which he had received 


been examined to the effect that a 
great majority of the companies were 
complying strictly with the recom- 
mendations or requirements laid down 
by the commisisoners’ convention at 
Milwaukee. The old claims, to the 
settlements of which objections had 
been made by the examiners and com- 
missioners, have been, or are being, 
reopened and justice done to the bene- 
ficiaries. Boards of review have been 
appointed in the various companies, 
consisting, as a rule, of officials high 
in authority, to pass in the future upon 
disputed claims and close cases. The 
committee feels that this action on the 
part of the companies will result in 
absolutely fair treatment being ac- 
corded in the future to policy holders. 

A few of the replies seemed rather 
evasive in some particulars, and a few 
of the companies will receive further 
attention by the committee, but the 
tone of the great majority of the com- 
munications was excellent. 

There will be at least another meet- 
ing of the committee before the mid- 
winter round up of the commissioners 
in New York in December, which, by 
the way, will be an adjourned session 
of the regular convention, as the con- 
vention at Milwaukee did not adjourn 
sine die, but adjourned to meet subject 
to the call of the chairman of the 
executive committee. 





Will Replace Policies 


The Southern Surety will at once re- 
place policies of the Phoenix Preferred 
Accident, which it has reinsured, with 
its own policies.

Issues a Liberal Bond 

_The American Surety is issuing a spe- 
cial schedule form of fidelity bond for 
Detroit Conference companies. The 
bond was drawn up by Assistant Secre- 
tary H. D. King, and has been liberal- 
ized in several features. 

The bond provides for money, etc., 
“stolen, embezzled, wrongfully abstract- 
ed or willfully misapplied,” instead of 
being limited to larceny and embezzle- 
ment, as is usual. And also “at any 
place in the United States and Canada 
and in any position in the employ of 
said employer.” The usual bond is in- 
validated by the position of the em- 
ploye being changed. 

Twelve months instead of six after 
termination of the suretyship are al- 
lowed for discovery of loss and thirty 
days’ notice of cancellation instead of 
fifteen is to be given. 

The bond is also continuous, that is, 
extended from year to year, the “six 
months cutoff” being eliminated. In 
other words, if in the tenth year of con- 
tinuous service of an employe under 
bond a loss be discovered which was 
created during the first year, the com- 
pany will be liable.

Bank Burglary Forms 

Companies writing burglary insur- 
ance have decided to withhold the is- 
suance of policies under the form copy- 
righted by the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation until another conference can be 
held with representatives of the asso- 
ciation. The organization meets at New 
Orleans the latter part of November 
and the burglary companies hope to se- 
cure at that time the privilege of issu- 
ing this form of contract to banks gen- 
erally instead of to members of the as- 
sociation only as is now stipulated by 
the copyrighters. This decision was 
reached at a meeting of companies held 
in New York City. 

It has also been decided to make 20 
percent the maximum discount for the 
installation and maintenance of burglar 
alarms. Consideration is being given 
the proposition of increasing the rates 
on the mere hazardous classes such as 
furs and feathers, and further action 
will be taken at the October meeting 
of the Burglary Insurance Underwrit- 
ers’ Association.

NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


ASSOCIATION INSPECTS FLINT 


Michigan Fire Prevention Members 
Find a Number of Features That 
Need Prompt Attention 








Welcomed in their work by the busi- 
ness men of Flint, the Michigan State 
Fire Prevention Association’s members 
inaugurated their campaign of inspec- 
tions with good success last Friday. A 
large committee was on hand, the work 
was practically completed in one day. 
The entire business portion of the city 
was thoroughly examined and reported 
upon. Many changes have already been 
made and others promised. There ap- 
peared no spirit of opposition and 
should it develop later the Michigan fire 
marshal law is strong enough to cope 
with the situation. 

Nineteen reports revealed conditions 
that demanded immediate attention. 
The majority of these were on the stor- 
age of dynamite and gasoline. The 
state law was being openly violated. 
Dynamite was being carried in stores 
and one storage building in the heart 
of the city was found which at times 
contained 600 pounds of the explosive. 
Gasoline was found kept in barrels and 
supply tanks were not installed prop- 
erly. Immediate correction of these 
hazards has been promised. Moving pic- 
ture shows called for seven special re- 
ports to the state fire marshal, one alley 
was found in exceedingly dangerous 
condition and a special report was made 
on the condition of vacant lots. 

Altogether; 164 reports were made. 
Copies of these went to offending prop- 
erty owners and if they do not report 
within ten days that the requested cor- 
rections have been made, a second re- 
port will be sent out. Five days from 
the date of that the state fire marshal 
will proceed under the new law to as- 
sess fines of from $10 to $50 a day for 
each day that the conditions remain un- 
changed. Accumulations of rubbish 
furnished material for the greater num- 
ber of reports while defective chimneys 
and improperly hung stove pipes came 
in for censure. 

The local press assisted the work with 
considerable publicity and _ editorial 
comment and a more than the moral 
support was given the association by 
eight individuals and firms of promi- 
nence by joining the organization. 
Rules and regulations for the preven- 
tion of fires are now much in evidence 
in Flint. 

The Michigan association now has 








seventy members and the majority of 
the field men of the state are not only 
heartily .in favor of the work, but are 
cooperating. Only a few have not 
either joined or promised to become 
members. A few of these remain out- 
side at the request of their managers. 
The association officers plan to take the 
matter up with these managers and 
companies and hope to demonstrate not 
only the value, but also the necessity of 
this inspection work, so clearly that 
every company in the state will be do- 
ing its share in the work. 

Battle Creek is the next city on the 
program and a committee will visit 
there Sept. 25 and expects to be as suc- 
cessful in the breakfast food city as was 
the committee at Flint. 


Auto Wagon Tested 

Little Rock’s new auto fire wagon, 
combination hose and chemical, was 
tested last week, and proved to be a 
most effective fire-fighting apparatus. 
It is 22 feet long, 62-horse-power, and 
carries 225 feet of chemical hose and 
1,200 feet of large hose. It is also 
equipped with hand extinguishers, two 
ladders, and all the necessary parapher- 
nalia for fighting fires. The chemical 
tank has a capacity of 40 gallons. It 
is manufactured by the Seagrave com- 
pany of Columbus, O. 


What Local Paper Says 

The alleys of the city of Jackson, 
Mich., are unclean and a fire menace. 
The Jackson “Patriot” has been. mak- 
ing an investigation and says: 

Dirt everywhere and filth in great piles 
meet the eye. One alley visited was 
piled with inflammable materials of all 
sorts and this only a few steps from 
Main street and in the rear of some of 
the most enterprising merchants’ places 
of the city. Old boxes, broken barrels, 
sand, brick, tin, etc.—stuff that has lain 
there for years, a constant fire menace 
to the buildings and a terrible handicap 
to the firemen if they are ever called on 
to work in the darkness. An alley, one 
of the largest in the city, running north 
from Main street, was cluttered up with 
rubbish of every sort. Near the 
driveway was a pile of paper and broken 
wood and near by the burning embers of 
a bonfire, still smouldering in the night 
and only waiting for the right sort of 
breeze to start a conflagration. 


Will Buy Automobiles 

Indications are that automobile fire 
fighting apparatus will be acquired for 
the Milwaukee fire department. The 
common council has practically given 
its consent to the purchase of consid- 
erable motor equipment, although defi- 
nite action will not be taken until after 
the national convention of fire chiefs, 
which will be held in Milwaukee this 
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month, when a large exhibit of motor 
driven fire fighting equipment will be 
held. 


SUCCESSFUL DEMONSTRATION 
Secretary Iddings _ the Pyrene Com- 


pany Pulled a Remarkable 
Piece of Work Recently 








Some days ago Roscoe C. Iddings, 
secretary of the Pyrene Company, of 
Dayton, O., demonstrated before a 
number of electrical engineers that the 
“Pyrene Liquid” used in its fire ex- 
tinguishers, was an absolute non-con- 
ductor of electricity, and therefore not 
only safe to use, but also the only ef- 
ficient means of extinguishing fires in 
electrical machinery caused by electri- 
cal short circuit or otherwise. 

The demonstration was made at the 
new plant of the Grand Rapids & Mus- 
kegon Power Company, just outside 
Grand Rapids. Mr. Iddings by means 
of a ladder climbed to the top of a 
mammoth street transformer, which 
was sending out current at 110,000 
volts, which is perhaps the highest volt- 
age generated in America. Perfectly 
grounded on the street deck he oper- 

ted his brass pump, throwing a con- 
tinuous stream, of the liquid on the 
brass connections carrying the 110,000 
volt current. Had the liquid con- 
tained any moisture the operator 
would have been instantly killed. This, 
however, was not a “stunt,” but one of 
the every day demonstrations which 
the management gives, aside from the 
fact that the voltage was greatly in- 
creased. 

The demonstrators also break elec- 
tric arcs of any voltage or amperage, 
and throw the liquid over the com- 
mutors of D. C. machines without af- 
fecting voltage or amperage and with- 
out doing any injury. In fact at a 
recent electrical. show small, ordinary 
D. C. motors and dynamos were oper- 
ated completely submerged under the 
liquid. 

Pyrene is the missing link that was 
necessary to complete the fire protec- 
tion of plants generating or using elec- 
tricity.

ANNUAL LOSSES IN LONDON 


Consul-General Griffiths Presents Some 
Interesting Figures as to the 
World’s Metropolis 








Consul-General John L. Griffiths of 
London has the following to say of the 
iosses in that city: 


An estimate of the monetary losses 
caused by fires in London, from 1898 to 
1911, has been submitted by the chief 
officer of the London fire brigade to the 
London county council. The estimate does 
not cover the expenses incurred by in- 
surance companies and others arising out 
of claims for damage resulting from 
fires, nor does it include any consequen- 
tial losses which the owners of property 
may have sustained. 
In 1910, for fires in which the loss did 
not exceed $243 in any case, the total 
damage done was $73,605; the loss for 
fires between $243 a $486 was 
$43,336; between a a d $2,433, $212,178; 
between $2,433 $4 866, $1 33,438; be- 
tween $4,866 ona $2! 32, $623,398; over 
$24,332, $1,844,160; in all, $2; 930, 115.

classes of insurance companies. 
The National Convention of Insurance 
Commissioners has given general ap- 
proval to the course pursued by the 
committee on industrial health and ac- 
cident insurance. That course included 
some new and unusual methods. While 
Superintendent Potter of Illinois disap- 
proved these methods, the fact that the 
convention of commissioners failed to 
condemn them shows that the commis- 
sioners generally do not regard them 
with abhorrence. It need cause no sur- 
prise, therefore, if, in future examina- 
tions which disclose reprehensible con- 
ditions, a publicity bureau should be 
established and everything detrimental 
to the company be published in as sen- 
sational a form as possible. 

The adoption of this method has 
caused something of a shock. So long 
has it been the custom of insurance 
departments to treat their examinations 
in a somewhat judicial manner that the 
insurance fraternity was not prepared 
for so sudden an abandonment of the 
old, dignified course for the adoption 
of press agent methods. However, 
times change and the companies will 
have to accommodate themselves to the 
new methods. In the recent case the 
press bureau, being new, was not up to 
its full efficiency as a creator of thrills. 
With practice it will improve, however. 
In another six months it may so far be 
perfected that it will furnish the news- 
papers with electrotypes of the portraits 
of the officers and other chief “crimi- 
nals” in each company in which any- 
thing is found to condemn.

However distasteful the new publicity 
methods may be to the insurance peo- 
ple, they should not permit themselves 
to become so indignant over the meth- 
ods as to overlook the facts brought 
out. The commissioners overplayed 
their game. While they doubtless put 
the whole industrial disability business 
before the public in an unfavorable 
light, their manner of treating the con- 
demned companies tended to create pity 
for those that were being pilloried. At- 
tention was distracted from the meth- 
ods of adjusting industrial claims to the 
methods of creating sensations. This 
is unfortunate. The claim adjustment 
methods disclosed should not be over- 
looked. They must be corrected. A 
different spirit must pervade the claim 
departments of some of the companies 
than has pervaded theni for some time 
Past. 

At the same time claim departments 
should not be made the scapegoats for 
the sins of other departments in the 
companies. The truth of the matter is 
that the agency expense of the indus- 





trial disability companies has run away 
with them. The companies, through 
failure to get together on the matter of 
agents’ compensation, have allowed 
agents to play one against the other in 
bidding for more pay. Statistics of some 
of the older companies show an agency 
expense ratio now nearly five times as 
great as twelve years ago. It is no- 
ticeable also that the loss ratio has gone 
down by about the same percentage of 
the premiums as the agency expense 
ratio has gone up. 





The industrial disability companies 
are not alone in this. The life com- 
panies went through a similar experi- 
ence and the Armstrong law of New 
York was the result. The fire insur- 
ance companies face similar conditions 
in a less degree. The commercial acci- 
dent and the plate glass companies have 
let their agency expense ratios grow 
too high. The difference between these 
companies and the industrial companies 
lay in the fact that the industrial com- 
panies promised certain things and then 
in some cases failed to give them, while 
the fire, accident and plate glass com- 
panies have almost invariably paid what 
they owed without question. However, 
all these companies have been paying 
agents too large a portion of the pre- 
miums received, with the result that 
the assured was forced to pay more 
than he should have paid or the stock- 
holders were forced to accept smaller 
underwriting profits than they were 
reasonably entitled to. 

This payment of excess commissions 
has been one of the greatest evils in 
the insurance business. Not only has it 
brought in its wake rebating, discrimi- 
nation and a horde of unfit agents, who 
have injured the high-grade agents 
more than the higher commissions have 
benefited them, but the payment of ex- 
cessive commissions has placed the 
companies in an indefensible position 





before the public. Correct this evil and 
many others will disappear. The great 
organizations of the fire, plate glass, 
burglary and liability insurance com- 
panies have dealt with this subject and 
made some headway in correcting the 
worst conditions. The Detroit Confer- 
ence should take this subject up and 
give it most serious consideration. 





The industrial disability companies 
have generally complied with the de- 
mands of the insurance commissioners 
that certain persons whom the commis- 
sioners held chiefly responsible for con- 
ditions, be discharged from the service 
of the companies or placed in other po- 
sitions. It is not unlikely that these 
changes would have been beneficial 
even if they had not been required. 
Long service in a claim department 
tends to make some men oversus- 
picious. 

However, the commissioners are as- 
suming a good deal when they dictate 
whom a company may not employ. No 
one company could afford to stand out 
against these demands, but to yield to 
them starts a dangerous precedent. If 
a committee of commissioners can 
bring about the removal of a man who 
deserves to be removed, a single com- 
missioner can at least demand the dis- 
missal of a man whom he objects to, 
whether on sufficient grounds or not, 
and he can make considerable trouble 
for a company which fails to comply 
with his demands of this character. 

This right of the commissioners to 
enforce such demands affects all com- 
panies. It is a fit subject for the In- 
ternational Association of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters to bring to a test. 
The companies cannot afford to permit 
to pass unnoticed such usurpation of 
the prerogatives of responsible boards 
of directors by persons who are respon- 
sible to nobody. 





The somewhat acrid discussion of the 
question of which is “the leading surety 





company of America” appears hardly 
worth while. The National Surety as- 
sumed the title; the American intimated 
strongly that this assumption was not 
warranted; an unknown writer has now 
undertaken to defend the National's 
claim. In capital, assets and net sur- 
plus the American is the leader. In 
premium income and size of agency 
plant the United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty is the leader. In growth from 
weakness to strength, from smallness 
to size, from being a pretty poor con- 
cern into a splendid, active institution 
the National is the leader. In opening 
up the great field of suretyship, as dis- 
tinguished from fidelity, the Fidelity & 
Deposit took the lead and the business 
is probably as much entitled to it as to 
any of the companies for its present 
strong position. 

There is enough honor for these and 
several more that might be named, and 
what’s the use of quarreling? Whether 
a company is the oldest, or the largest, 
or the most active, or the strongest 
does not make so much difference, pro- 
vided it is good to represent and its 
bonds offer absolutely good security. 





That the trend of the business is con- 
stantly bringing the fire and casualty 
lines closer together is seen in the fact 
that at the recent meeting of the West- 
ern Union, in which about a hundred 
prominent fire insurance companies are 
represented, one of the chief topics dis- 
cussed was the regulation of fire com- 
panies which control casualty com- 
panies. While no rules were adopted, 
it is evident that the companies doing 
only a fire business see the possibility 
that those with casualty annexes may 
have an advantage which would be used 
to the detriment of those doing fire 
business alone. 

Already four large English companies 
have casualty companies operating in 
this country, the Royal, Liverpool & 
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London & Globe, London & Lancashire 
and Commercial Union. Fire insurance 
company officials are watching with 
keen interest the progress of these cas- 
ualty companies. First they want to 
see whether the companies in them- 
selves will make a profit and next they 
desire to ascertain whether these com- 
panies will be advantageous in a local 
agency in swinging fire business. The 
companies now operating casualty com- 
panies are eminently honorable in their 
business transactions and they take the 
ground that they need no regulation by 
fire insurance organizations. They hold 
that their associates can depend on 
their word that the casualty companies 
will not be used unfairly in the com- 
petitive field. Many fire men, however, 
while believing in the good faith of the 
present managers, think that it is well 
to have some regulative measures to 
provide for the future. Nothing has 
been done yet along legislative lines in 
the fire associations regarding casualty 
business.

COMMENT ON OHIO PLAN 


LAWYER EXPECTS EMPLOYERS 
TO COME UNDER IT 


Calls It Most Advanced Legislation in 
Interest of Working Men So 
Far Enacted 


Columbus, O., Sept. 18—(Special Cor- 
respondence)—Although the Green 
workmen’s compensation law will not 
go into effect until the first of the year, 
more than 6,000 manufacturers, out of 
10,000 to whom the state board of 
awards sent requests for information 
concerning the natures of their busi- 
nesses, number and sex of their em- 
ployes, hours and hazards of employ- 
ment and other information, responded 
within eight days to the call, and the 
answers are still coming in. The re- 
plies represented approximately 1,000,- 
000 employes. 

The board mailed out 10,000 pam- 
phlets containing copies of the Green 
law, with an explanation of each para- 
graph by Wallace D. Yaple, the attor- 
ney member. Enclosed with each pam- 
phlet were questions concerning the line 
of work, payroll, whether the employer 
is covered by liability insurance, pres- 
ent flat rate and extra hazardous rate. 

Employers Will Come Under Law 

The heavy response to its inquiries is 
very gratifying to the board, which as- 
sumes from it, in connection with other 
things, that practically all the employ- 
ers of the state will contribute to the 
liability insurance fund which it is to 
administer. The board also believes 
that employes throughout the state, as 
they come to understand the provisions 
of the law, are becoming more favora- 
ble to it, and therefore willing to con- 
tribute their 10 percent to the fund. 

Liability companies operating in Ohio 
are wholly at sea as to the rates to be 
made to those concerns which do not 
come in under the terms of the Green 
law. According to those familiar with 
the situation, rates will have to be ad- 
vanced, because of the removal of for- 
mer defenses in case of accident. They 
wili not lose a certain percentage of 
business which has to deal with acci- 
cents outside of workshops, factories 
and other stated places of employment, 
but it is regarded as quite likely that 
the general situation will result in an 
advance in rates even on this class of 
business. 

Lawyer Comments on Law 

In connection with the foregoing 
facts and comments, the views of one 
of the men who helped to frame the 
bill are interesting. Raymond Ratliff, 
member of the house from Hamilton 
county, who was a member of the spe- 
cial house committee of ten which 
made the final revision, has summar- 
ized, reviewed and commented on its 
provisions and probable effect in the 
Ohio Law Reporter, at great length. He 
believes there will be a great increase 
in liability insurance rates, even greater 
than followed the enactment of the 
Norris law, modifying the doctrines of 
fellow servant, assumption of risk and 
contributory negligence, and based on 
this and humanitarian motives of em- 
ployers, expresses the belief that em- 
ployers generally will contribute to the 
— and accept the provisions of the 
aw. 

Accidents Will Decrease 

Mr. Ratliff sees a great advantage to 
workmen in the operation of the stat- 
ute. He believes it will result in their 
increased protection, pointing out that 
following the enactment of the Norris 
law there was a marked decrease in the 
number of accidents. He points out 
that the most successful way to secure 
protection for workers is to make vio- 
lations of the law react heavily on the 
purses of the employers. He declares it 
is “the biggest and best bill” ever 
enacted in the state in the interest of 
the workingmen, and that “Ohio is 
the pioneer state in legislation of so 





broad a scope along this line.” He de- 
clares groundless the fear that the 
enactment of the law will result in in- 
dustries leaving the state, as he says 
they realize that it will not be long be- 
fore other states will follow the path 
blazed by Ohio with the Green amend- 
ment. 
Old Defenses Destroyed 

Speaking of the section intended to 
club employers into line by abolishing 
the common law defenses of assumed 
risk, etc., he says: 

“This section is the most powerful 
one in the act to compel employers to 
join. If they do not come in, they will 
suffer financially, because in case of in- 
jury or death, if it is caused by any 
wrongful act, negligence or default on 
their part, or on the part of any of 
their officers, agents or employes, they 
will have practically no defense to of- 
fer; and if the plaintiff can prove that 
it was caused for any of the reasons, or 
by any of the persons aforesaid, all the 
plaintiff must prove is the amount of 
damages or the value of the life taken. 

“This section, in my opinion, is the 
greatest piece of legislation ever enact- 
ed for the benefit of working men in 
cases of personal injury or death. We 
thought the Norris bill was a big stride 
toward the relief demanded in this class 
of cases, but the Norris bill only sim- 
plified the application of these three de- 
fenses; this section obliterates and de- 
stroys them. 

Must Join or Lose 

“This section means that if he does 
not join the fund the employer will 
suffer financially. The only protection 
left to him is to carry liability insur- 
ance. The rates of premium increased 
in this state 40 percent after the pas- 
sage of the Norris bill; I venture to 
say they will increase at least 100 per- 
cent under the Green law. If his insur- 
ance is going to cost him that much, I 
believe the employer can afford to be- 





come a humanitarian member of the 
state insurance company. 

“The belief has been ‘expressed that 
the premiums to be paid under this act 
will so greatly exceed the premiums in 
liability companies that, as it is not 
compulsory for employers to join, the 
scheme will be a failure. The noncom- 
pulsory feature was incorporated into 
the act to make it constitutional.” 

Then follows a summary of the meth- 
ods by which liability insurance com- 
panies figure their rates, and Ratliff 
continues: 

“All expenses under this act are upon 
the statute, and 10 percent of the pre- 
mium is paid by the employes. The 
question will be whether the 90 percent 
of the premiums to be paid by the em- 
ployers will be so far in excess of the 
premiums in liability companies that 
they will choose the latter. 

Law Attractive to Employers 

“But even if the premiums are slight- 
ly excessive, most employers will join 
for humanitarian and business reasons. 
Under this act practically every injury 
or death from whatever cause is taken 
care of, and this will produce a feeling 
of good will and harmony that does not 
exist under the present system. The 
whole object of the friends of this bill 
was to make it so attractive to em- 
ployers that they could not afford not 
to come in. If it should result under 
its provisions in the necessity to pay 
every aggrieved one so liberally that 
the cost would make its operation im- 
practicable, it would still be possible to 
reduce the benefits or increase the per- 
centage the employes must contribute. 
The latter would be feasible, because 
when you come to compute the cost to 
one employe, it amounts to a very tri- 
fling sum, as, scattered among all the 
employes, its burden is scarcely felt by 
any one of them.”

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COMPENSATION PROBLEMS 


WRITER TELLS HOW FOREIGN 
LAWS HAVE WORKED OUT 





Malingering and Fraud and Growth of 
Class of Accident Doctors Are 
Some Results 





The Travelers Agents’ Record for 
September presents a carefully written 
article on workmen’s compensation 
which is worthy of consideration by 
those who are interested in this big sub- 
ject or may have any hand in drafting 
laws upon it. 

The writer is in accord with the prin- 
ciple of workmen’s compensation. He 
recognizes that the present employers’ 
liability system is hard and unjust. Leg- 
islation should aim to reduce the loss 
from industrial accidents and to dis- 
tribute that loss as justly as possible. 
The writer holds that employers should 
be compelled to adopt every precaution 
and safety regulation, but he finds that 
in foreign countries this course has not 
resulted as would be expected. He says 
in part: 

“It has been confidently asserted that 
the use of safety appliances will neces- 
sarily result in a diminution of claims. 
In England, Germany and France, al- 
though safety appliances have been gen- 
erally adopted and insisted upon, the 
result shows contrary to all expectation 
that the percentage of claims for com- 
pensation has not been lessened but is 
increasing day by day. 

Experience in France 

“Under the compensation law of 
France enacted in 1902 and amended in 
1905 and 1906, there was according to 
the Journal Official a marked increase 
in the number of accidents, which rose 
from 222,124 in 1904 to 359,947 in 1907; 
the number of grave accidents giving 
rise to court orders and judgments rose 
from 6,543 in 1900, to 15,303 in 1904, and 
to 26,138 in 1907. 

“Safety appliances and regulations 
undoubtedly cut down the actual num- 
ber of accidents, therefore for the in- 
crease of claims we must look to other 
causes. First, more complete statis- 
tics; second, the reporting of trivial in- 
juries in order to obtain compensation; 
third, fraud. 

“A like phenomenon has been noted 
in England and Germany, though to a 
less extent. The contributing cause for 
the increase is not always the same, 
however, in each country. In France 
the number is immensely swelled by 
the invitation to malingering, extended 
by the form of the French law, which 





entitles any workman in France to in- 
demnity at the cost of the employer 
provided the injury has kept him from 
work for four days. The indemnity 
starts from the fifth day, and in case 
disability lasts more than ten days the 
indemnity is due from the first day. 
As no indemnity is due until the fifth 
day minor accidents are aggravated and 
if possible made to extend over the 
tenth day, so that compensation for 
the full time may be claimed. 

“Second, in addition to the indemnity 
the employer must pay the medical ex- 
penses and the workman has the right 
to choose his own doctor. In conse- 
quence there has arisen a class of doc- 
tors who live upon their victims, delay- 
ing their recovery and multiplying their 
visits. 

Medical Expense Increases 

“Medical expenses attendant on the 
act rose from 5,416,893 francs in 1901, 
to 6,947,204 francs in 1904, and to 10,- 
533,987 francs in 1907. From the con- 
stant increase of total payments to doc- 
tors it might be concluded that this 
law had been passed especially in the 
interest of the medical profession. 

“In England the number of accidents 
reported is also steadily on the increase 
as the experience in claim making 
grows wider, and although there is not 
as in France so obvious an invitation 
to malinger, there is as shown by court 
actions a considerable amount of ma- 
lingering and the liability of employers 
has been increased by the decisions of 
the courts far beyond what the law 
originally contemplated. Here as in 
France the question of the cost of med- 
ical attendance shows a considerable in- 
crease. Under the contemplated insur- 
ance act against sickness and lack of 
employment the doctors have risen al- 
most unanimously against the rate of 
payment proposed bv the government, 
and it must be admitted that if a high 
rate will impose a heavy burden an un- 
fairly low rate increases the number of 
undesirable practitioners whose actions 
may result indirectly in a still heavier 
burden. 

“The matter of payment for medical 
attendance deserves consideration. The 
cost of medical attendance in the Unit- 
ed States is rapidly increasing. 

Strictures on German Law 

“The insurance law of Germany has 
been held up as a model of scientific 
method of achievement, but there has 
been made public a statement by Ferdi- 
nand Friedenburg, who has just retired 
from the headship of the Imperial In- 
surance Office after a service of twenty 
years, which not only makes evident 
that there are bad features in the Ger- 
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man law, but that the system of state 
insurance has given rise to grave abuses 
of its own. His conclusions are: First, 
that the state insurance has fostered to 
an incredible extent the German evil of 
bureaucratic formalism; and worst of 
all, it has become a hotbed of fraud 
and therefore a spreader of demoraliz- 
ing practices and ways of thought. In 
the course of time a looseness in the 
adjustment of claims has grown up. 
There has been an increasing tendency 
to favor the applicants for bounty, to 
give them the benefit of doubt as to the 
equity of their claims, with the result 
that workmen are beginning to expect 
the insurance laws to be stretched in 
their favor. The expenses of adminis- 
tering the law have greatly increased 
and the officials have quadrupled in 
number. A new class of ‘parasitic law- 
yers’ has sprung up and their ingenuity 
is paralleled only by their success. False 
claims are multiplied and corruption is 
practiced. 
Show Need of Study 

“The conditions and abuses which 
have arisen under these laws in France, 
England and Germany are not urged as 
arguments against the principle of a 
compensation act; they are incidents 
arising from lack’ of experience, neg- 
lect of details and lack of broad consid- 
eration of economic factors in the draw- 
ing of the law. They are compelling 
reasons for a careful study of the mat- 
ter in all its details and bearings. They 
show clearly the necessity of a thor- 
ough and scientific study of every pro- 
vision if abuses are to be prevented and 
a compensation act constructed which 
will be both beneficial and protective to 
the workman and fair to all concerned. 
It is the public in the long run that 
pays through the product. 

“Many a law and many a provision 
in a law may appear reasonable and 
certain to accomplish one thing which 
in practice accomplishes something en- 
tirely different. The abuses enumer- 
ated in the experience of foreign coun- 





tries are not abuses to the benefit of 

the workman or to the public, indeed 

they are paid for by the workman in 

innumerable ways but not the less felt 

because their cause is little understood. 
Hard on Working Man 

“In England employers have protect- 
ed themselves in a large measure by 
the discharge of men over a certain age, 
not because the percentage of accidents 
among these men was greater, it was 
probably less, but because the period of 
disability in the more advanced ages 
was far longer. Employers instead of 
keeping men on in slack times dis- 
charge them immediately on every 
slight falling off in work, thereby pro- 
ducing a class of intermitent and con- 
sequently ill paid labor. The casual la- 
borer is looked at askance, finds em- 
ployment harder to secure, and men 
with any physical impairment are re- 
garded as undesirable. The man who 
has had several accidents becomes gen- 
erally known and his chances of em- 
ployment correspondingly less, not be- 
cause his disability has made him 
worthless, but because he becomes 
known as one liable to mischances or 
likely to take advantage of his em- 
ployer. 

“It should be understood that the 
burden of all abuses and of all mistakes 
under the law falls upon the public of 
which the workman himself is a part, 
for the cost of a compensation act will 
figure in the selling price of the prod- 
uct for which all must pay. The law 
will be a benefit to the workman, pub- 
lic and community in proportion to the 
care and consideration with which it is 
drawn in every detail.”

Seldom, if ever before, have three 
strong companies entered the liability 
field in the United States at practically 
the same time. That is the situation 
just now. The Globe Indemnity, cap- 
ital $750,000, net surplus $750,000, and 
more of both if found necessary; the 
Preferred Accident, capital $700,000, net 
surplus $960,000; the Massachusetts 
Bonding, capital $1, 000,000, net surplus 
$560,000 ; these will all begin writing lia- 
bility insurance within a very short 
time. 

This means some splendid opportuni- 
ties for men that are capable of grasp- 
ing them. Men will be needed in the 
underwriting and claim departments, 
while the number needed in the agency 
department will be still larger. Here 
will be special agencies open and some 
good positions as managers in general 
agents’ offices where the general agents 
themselves are surety or fire insurance 
men rather than casualty men. 

It means more competition in the 
field, competition of a high grade, for 
the controlling forces in these com- 
panies have always done business de- 
cently. It means more men entering 
the local liability business, more trans- 
ferring of companies from one agency 
to another, some disturbance of present 
relations, some loss of business to agen- 
cies here and there, but in the long run 
more solicitation, more business, more 
need of good service on the part of 
both companies and agents and greater 
rewards for those agents who have mas- 
tered or will master the business. 


How Not to Adjust—An example of 
how not to adjust an automobile lia- 
bility claim was recently worked out in 
Chicago. The Chicago manager of a 
big automobile company some time ago 
hired as a salesman a man who said he 
had sold cars for two or three other 
companies and knew how to run a ma- 
chine. He was allowed to take out a 
demonstrating car, although the fact 
was he knew nothing about running it. 
When he got a few blocks from the 
garage he turned out to pass a team, 
but ran the car over the curb and onto 
the sidewalk, knocking down a pedes- 
trian who happened to be in the way. 
The pedestrian was pretty badly injured 
and was taken to a hospital, where he 
was confined for a number of weeks. 

The saiesman took the damaged car 
back to the garage and said he had had 
a collision, but said nothing about in- 
juring the pedestrian. The manager 
knew nothing about the latter’s injuries 
until a mutual friend told him the in- 
jured man thought it peculiar that no 
one from the automobile company had 
been to see him, or even made any in- 
quiries as to his condition. 

Little was done until the man got out 
of the hospital, when the manager 
finally got him to come to his office. 
The claimant, as he had now become, 
described the accident, emphasizing the 
fact that he was in no way to blame. 
“T was right on the sidewalk, where I 
belonged,” he said, “and the machine 
came right up after me.” The mana- 
ger’s mind had been dwelling on the 
salesman who had deceived him and he 
only caught the last sentence. “Yes,” 
he retorted, “and I suppose if you had 
run into a building the machine would 
have chased you in there.” 

This didn’t help the settlement any, 
but the claim was turned over to the 
liability company. The claimant was 
disposed to be moderate and only want- 
ed payment for his expenses and the 
damage to his clothes. The way he 
figured these amounted to $175. Con- 
sidering the circumstances of the acci- 
dent one would scarcely expect on ad- 
juster to be critical of an offer like that, 
but the one in this case began to ques- 
tion the items. One was $25 for cloth- 
ing. The claimant said it cost him $50, 
but as he had worn it some time he only 
put it in at $25. This didn’t satisfy the 
adjuster. “Go on,” he said. “You're a 


crook, You’re trying to do us. You 
never paid mere than $25 for those rags 
when they were new.” 

That settled the claimant, but not the 
claim. As the result of the adjuster’s 
tact the company now has a suit for 
$5,000 to defend, without much of a de- 
fense to offer. 


Control of the Business—Sewall & 
Alden of New York have been giving 
the General Accident about $800,000 a 
year out of the $2,000,000 premium in- 
come it received outside of its indus- 
trial disability department. When the 
New York department’s report on the 
General Accident came out, this firm 
immediately knew that it faced a hard 
situation. The publicity given the af- 
fairs of the company was not of a dis- 
criminating kind. It was not made plain 
to the public that it was only in the 
claim, end of the department that any- 
thing was found wrong. Brokers and 
assured became suspicious about the 
quality of indemnity afforded by the 
company’ s automobile and liability pol- 
icies. There was nothing whatever in 
the report to warrant such suspicions, 
but all that many newspaper readers 
saw was that the New York department 
had condemned the General Accident 
and they did not go into the particulars. 

Immediately upon the publication of 
the report a number of the largest 
brokers in New York said to Sewall & 
Alden, in effect, “We have not been 
placing business in the General Acci- 
dent. We have been placing it with 
you, and if you find it advisable to 
change companies we will still be with 
you.” They found it advisable to change 
companies and they expect to hold the 
greater part of their business. 

Now all this is said without any in- 
tention of reflecting upon the General 
Accident, but to illustrate the need of 
an agent’s making himself a factor in 
his business as a man and not merely 
as the agent of a certain company. No 
agent knows when he is going to want 
a strong control over the business on 
his books. The company may be made 
the victim of a blast, as the General 
Accident was. Some particular officer 
of the company, to whom the agent may 
be specially loyal, may die or he may. 
be discharged as Franklin J. Moore 
was by the General. Any one of many 
causes may arise to make the agent 
leave the company’s service. Is he go- 
ing to leave behind him the business he 
has been years in building up, or is he 
going to take it with him? The extent 
with which he will do the one or the 
other will depend very largely upon the 
way in which he put the business on 
his books, whether he effaced himself 
and magnified the company or magni- 
fied himself.

Miscellaneous Lines 


In an article on plate glass losses 
published in the Maryland -Casualty 
Budget, C. D. Eldridge makes some in- 
teresting observations on the matter of 
salvage. He says that agents often call 
the attention of the company to the 
amount of salvage there would be in a 
large plate as a consideration in rating. 
Underwriters are not disposed to con- 
sider salvage in making rates, he says. 
Salvage is too uncertain. Sometimes 
there is none. If there is any the com- 
pany often cannot get more than half 
of what it is really worth. In smaller 
towns they often cannot get half. 

Where it is necessary to ship salvage 
to a jobbing house “no salvage plate 
over eighty-four inches wide is to be 
shipped, for plates of that size carry the 
flat car freight rate, which is invariably 
more than the value of the glass.” In 
such cases the plate should be cut down 
by a glazier. Mr. Eldridge says also 
that his company protests against ship- 
ping any salvage in which a flat car 
size plate was received without first 
cutting down the box. On plates over 
84x84 inches the freight is based on the 
size of the box. 





Messenger Hold-up—Items of news 
like the following are seen in the pa- 
pers every little while, showing the fre- 
quency of messenger hold-ups and the 
need of insurance against such loss: 

Pottsville, Pa., Sept. 7—Joseph Zeh- 
ner, a contract miner, and his driver, 
named Hopkins, were held up today on 
a mountain near Nesquehoning, and 
shot dead. A tin box containing $3,000, 
intended for the payment of the wages 
of Zehner’s employes, was stolen. No 
trace of the highwaymen has been ob- 
tained. 


Keep Your Eyes Open—When you 
write fire insurance do you look around 
to see if the assured has plate glass win- 
dows, showcases or mirrors, and ask 
for the insurance on them? You will 
find it well worth your while, when- 
ever you write any form of insurance, 
liability, burglary or other, to keep your 
eyes open for any plate glass insurance 
that can be written with it. Get the 
habit of looking for it every time. The 
commission on this extra business will 
come in handy.—New Amsterdam Cas- 
ualty. 


Proves a Clincher—Where a prospect 
refuses to consider plate glass insurance 
on the grounds that it costs too much, 
especially where the glass was installed 
from three to five years ago, secure the 
dimensions of the largest plate and then 
secure an estimate for its replacement 
from one of your local glaziers. The 
prospect will find that it will cost him 
anywhere from 200 to 250 percent more 





to replace that plate than it cost him to 
place it originally. 

In certain territory in the country we 
have recently advanced the rates, be- 
ing compelled to do so by the increased 
cost of glass, and in numerous instances 
where the assured absolutely refused to 
accept a renewal because of the increase 
in rate, a telephoned request for an es- 
timate for the replacement of one of the 
large plates clinched the business, as 
the assured was utterly amazed at the 
increase in value of the glass during the 
time it had rested in the frames on his 
premises. 

We expected to lose a considerable 
volume of renewal business in the ter- 
ritory where rates were advanced but 
we were astonished to find how little 
business went off our books because of 
such advance, which goes to prove that 
where the actual hazard and the amount 
at risk is understood by the plate glass 
owner the absolute necessity of plate 
glass insurance is fully demonstrated 
to him.—Pennsylvania Casualty Field- 
man. 


Higher Flywheel Rates—The Fidelity 
& Casualty Bulletin says flywheel rates 
are likely to be materially advanced be- 
cause of the very heavy losses com- 
panies have sustained on this class of 
business. The paper says one com- 
pany’s loss ratio exceeds 100 percent on 
this class and an officer of another com- 
pany advised his company to quit writ- 
ing the line entirely. 

This condition of affairs ought to fur- 
nish sufficient proof to agents to the 
real danger of flywheel explosions 
which exists so that they can convince 
owners. 


Postoffice Burglaries—Agents would 
do well to take cognizance of the un- 
usual number of postoffice burglaries 
and get after their own postmasters as 
prospects for burglary insurance. The 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty Bul- 
letin says: 

“Postmasters’ safes have been the 
targets for the last month or two. Press 
reports of such robberies are as com- 
mon as bank burglaries were last win- 
ter, and that is saying a good deal. So 
acute has the danger to the postoffice 
become in some of the smaller towns 
and villages in the middle west that the 
official at Glencoe, IIl., in order to save 
at least his records, is actually keeping 
his accounts on the plastered walls.” 





The other day an auto truck skidded 
on one of the streets of Chicago, struck 
a large iron post and knocked a knob 
from the top of it, which flew across 
the street and seriously injured a pedes- 
trian. What protection is “always be- 
ing careful” against such accidents as 
that?

The passing of control of the Bankers 
Surety into the hands of the Maryland 
Casualty people stands for better in- 
demnity. Whatever disposition the 
Maryland people may eventually make 
of the Bankers, the latter’s bonds are 
now backed by more security than they 
ever were before. The Bankers, under 
independent management, has had an 
honorable career, but an unfortunate 
one; it has met its obligations, but it 
almost impaired its capital at times to 
do so. The Maryland, slightly older, 
has had a very successful career. It 
has taken its place as one of the lead- 
ing casualty companies of the country. 
It will now become a greater factor in 
the bonding business, which it took up 
only about a year ago. Present Bank- 
ers agents, whether they continue to 
represent that company or are trans- 
ferred to the Maryland’s force, may 
congratulate themselves that henceforth 
they will sell bonds behind which 
stands an institution so strong that no 
competitor can point a doubting finger 
at it. 

The officers of the Bankers made a 
hard fight to restore their company to 
strength, but it seemed impossible to 
make much headway. Ten years ago, 
when the Bankers started, there were 
only four surety companies reporting to 
New York which had more than $500,- 
000 capital—American Surety, Amer- 
ican Bonding, Fidelity & Deposit and 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty. The 
Lawyers Surety, National Surety and 
City Trust, Safe Deposit & Surety each 
had $500,000 capital. This made the Bank- 
ers eighth in size in the country, Accord- 
ing to the last government report, there 
are now ten companies with $1,000,000 
capital or more; two with $750,000 cap- 
ital, and five with $500,000 capital. So 
many large companies had entered the 
business or had grown large during the 
decade, that the Bankers had dropped 
far down the list. This made hard com- 
petition for a weak company to face 
and made it more difficult to hold its 
agents, when much larger and stronger 
companies were anxious to take them if 
the way was clear. 

With reference to the companies of 
ten years ago, it is interesting to see 
what has become of them. The New 
York report for 1901 showed fourteen 
companies as having done fidelity or 
surety business or both in that state 
the previous year. Five of the fourteen 
are now gone—three by failure, one by 
merger and one by reinsurance. This 
mortality list shows something of how 
hard the fight has been for survival. 











Special Agent’s Advice—A special 
agent of a prominent surety company 
gives the following good advice: 

Make yourself known through every 
avenue of dignified publicity as the 
bonding man or the casualty man, or 
both, throughout your territory. Take 
each one of the lines you represent and 
study the field for prospective business. 
Be particular to tell all prospects 
that you will personally look after the 
little details connected with securing 
the bonds, and that all they need bother 
about is the execution of the applica- 
tion. Tell them that you will see that 
the bond is delivered to the proper per- 
Sons after it is issued. This personal 
a will at once appeal to the busy 
. ‘Careful attention and prompt serv- 
ice On new business will beget confi- 
€nce—one of the greatest assets in 
emer today. The new patron will 
ceentually look upon you as his ‘bond- 
He attorney, and, so long as you con- 
unue to win his confidence, you are 
certain of his patronage.” 


; Moderate Sized Contracts—Accord- 
ng to a man who has had a good many 
ty experience in the surety busi- 
oo the most satisfactory class of con- 
- ition contract bonds are those on 
Oderate sized jobs, say from $40,000 
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to $100,000. One of his reasons for re- 
garding this business so favorably is 
that it is easy to find a contractor who 
will complete the contract at about the 
contract price in case the original con- 
tractor falls down. He says that in 
Chicago, for example, there are many 
contractors who do this class of work 
and whose bids for completing a job 
would scarcely vary 5 percent. On 
the other hand, if the contractor on a 
skyscraper job defaults there are only 
eight or ten concerns ready to bid on 
completing the work and they are likely 
to bid so high that the surety company 
will lose heavily. 





New Bonds for Postmasters—The 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty calls 
the attention of its agents to the fact 
that the government is requiring new 
bonds of postmasters. This action is 
taken because of the introduction of 
postal savings banks. This means con- 
siderable business for surety agents and 
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should not be overlooked. 








Tobacco Bonds—A bond given by a 
tobacco or cigar manufacturer and ac- 
cepted by the government is in force 
until the principal goes out of business 
and files with the collector of internal 
revenue his closing report and inven- 
tory. This last point is important. The 
surety company cannot mark the bond 
off as canceled until this legal formal- 
ity is complied with. 





Favors Training New Men—A special 
agent of a surety company who has had 
considerable experience in securing and 
training agents, says he has about given 
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up trying to get men of experience. Of 
course under the rules, now one com- 
pany cannot take another company’s 
agents unless they have actually re- 
signed the first company, but it is not 
on this account that he takes this posi- 
tion. He says a man who has been 
trained by one company nearly always 
likes some of its practices better than

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Accident and Health 


The accident insurance companies 
seem to be intent upon smashing the 
old traditions of the business. For a 
long time $25 was the standard rate for 
preferred classes for a_ $5,000-$10,000 
combination accident policy paying $25 
a week indemnity. No matter what 
frills might be added, the ratio of $5,000 
principal sum to $25 weekly indemnity 
was hung to as persistently as was 16 
to 1 in 1896. It would be difficult to 
assign any strong reason why the death 
benefit should be two hundred times 
the weekly indemnity, yet companies 
adhered to it year after year. 

Now a number of companies have 

broken away. Some of them for an ex- 
tra premium and some of them without 
it are offering $7,500 death benefit on a 
policy calling only for $25 weekly in- 
demnity, changing the ratio from 200 
to 1, to 300 to 1. 
There are other companies which re- 
gard this change as in the wrong direc- 
tion. They hold that it is better for 
the assured to have larger weekly bene- 
fits and smaller death indemnities, and 
that this plan does not cause such sud- 
den and hard strains upon companies 
as when the death indemnities are large. 
A tendency is seen in parts of the per- 
sonal accident camp to say things of an 
uncomplimentary nature about those 
companies which have forsaken the old 
ratio. 

The accident underwriters never were 
able to get together for the elimination 
of frills, which virtually all of them ad- 
mitted should be cut out. Judging from 
past experience, there is no good 
ground for expecting that they will get 
together on this question of how much 
indemnity shall be given a select risk 
for $25. Unless some understanding is 
reached, we may before long, find $25 
paying for anything from $15 weekly 
benefits and $15,000 death indemnity, to 
$40 weekly benefits and $4,000 death in- 
demnity, in which event the selling of 
accident insurance in competition will 
be no simple matter, but will require a 
good knowledge of statistics to prove 
that one form of policy is really more 
valuable than another at the same price. 











Interesting Statistics—The Travelers 
Records says: “There are some pros- 
pects who are convinced of the need 
of accident and health insurance, but 
there are a surprisingly large number 
who are not convinced, or believe them- 
selves in some way immune. The fol- 
lowing affords in a brief form, a con- 
vincing argument to make these men 
sit up and take notice as to the value of 
a disability policy. 

Accidents 

In the United States between ages 20 
and 60 in 1909, there were killed by 
accidents, 40,300. 

There were disabled by accident on 
the basis of seventy-five nonfatal in- 
juries to one death approximately, 
3,022,000. 

Disease 

Number of people between the ages 
of twenty and sixty, who died in the 
United States in 1909, from disease, 
430,000. 

Practically all these persons were dis- 
abled for some time prior to death 

The number of deaths from accident 
and disease are those for the total popu- 
lation based on the statistics for the 
registration area of the United States 
census. ; 

Disability From Disease 

The number of people disabled an- 
nually by sickness is enormous. Al- 
though statistics for the United States 
are wanting, considerable information 
is furnished by the experience of the 
Leipzig Communal Sick Fund of Ger- 
many as shown by Frederick L. Hoff- 
man. 

“According to these statistics, the 
number of cases of sickness to death 
among males ranged from 73.7 cases of 
sickness to one death (ages twenty to 
twenty-four), 36.9 cases of sickness to 
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one death (ages forty to forty-four), 
20.4 cases of sickness to one death 
(ages fifty-five to fifty-nine). It may 
be conservatively assumed that between 
the ages of eighteen to sixty there are 
approximately not less than forty cases 
of sickness to one death. 

“The following table compiled from 
the experience of the Leipzig Commu- 
nal Sick Fund is interesting. The first 
column gives the ages by periods, the 
second column the number of cases of 
sickness per each 1,000 males per an- 
num (compulsory and voluntary mem- 
bership combined), the third column 
the number of days of sickness per each 
case:

Opportunities for Life Insurance 
Agents—One of the company papers 
says: “There are nearly 250 life com- 
panies doing business in the United 
States. Competition is fierce and under 
the New York laws every company op- 
erating in that state is limited “as to 
expenses. In consequence while high 
pressure methods are less prevalent 
than a few years ago, the steady con- 
servative agent finds that with reduced 
commissions it is more difficult each 
year to make a good living. 

“The insurance business at least owes 
the agent an opportunity to make a liv- 
ing; and if he cannot earn as much 
money as formerly, it is necessary for 
him to branch out into other lines of 
insurance. 

“Naturally he turns to disability in- 
surance, which in no sense of the word 
is a competing line; and when properly 
handled, can be made very profitable in 
connection with life insurance. 

“The successful life insurance agent 
is the one who is able to bund up for 
himself a renewal income, but few 
young men have the patience to wait 
for a large volume of renewals, partic- 
ularly as most companies are now pay- 
ing renewals only for a limited term of 
years. 

“The accident companies are paying 
continuous renewals, and it is almost as

profitable to renew an accident policy 
as to write new business. Sometimes in 
a year’s time an active accident insur- 
ance solicitor is able to build up a re- 
newal income equivalent to a good sal- 
ary, while his brother life agent is earn- 
ing in renewals barely enough to pay 
office rent and postage. 

“The high class life insurance agent 
is inclined to sneer at the pettiness of 
the so-called industrial accident and 
health policy sold for a dollar a month, 
but he is often surprised to learn that 
in a few months’ time his friend in the 
monthly premium accident business 
whom he did not consider capable of 
writing life insurance is making from 
$5 to $10 every day in first commissions, 
and later enjoys a substantial renewal 
account running into figures which a 
life agent cannot. hope to reach for 
many years. 

“We should not overlook the small 
items. The huge dividends paid by 
street railways are earned a nickel at a 
time. There is no satisfaction greater 
than the ability to earn large commis- 
sions writing life insurance, but in 
these days, when the increased cost of 
living is a problem with which all must 
wrestle, he could largely increase his 
earning capacity by picking up here and 
there a disability policy. It’s worth try- 
ing.” 





Interesting Figures on Accidents— 
The Preferred Accident is getting out 
literature in regard to accidents and 
accident insurance which presents in- 
teresting information. The figures are 
taken from government statistics. 
Every minute 21 persons are acci- 
dentally injured. Every five minutes 
one person is accidentally killed. Over 
11,000,000 are killed and injured yearly 
—about 30,000 each day. Five times as 
many persons are killed and injured 
each year as die from natural causes. 
More die and are disabled from pin 
pricks and other slight injuries than 
die from pneumonia. More people are 
killed and injured yearly than have been 
killed or injured in any war of the last 
two hundred years. More people are 
kept from work by accidental injury 
than are idle from lack of employment. 
One death in every twelve is due to ac- 
cidental causes. A person is twice as 
liable to die from accident as from old 
age. 

Out of 20,000,000 cases of disability 
that occur each year only 5 percent are 
fatal. This means that life insurance 
covers five percent and accident and 
sickness covers 95 percent. 





THREE QUALIFICATIONS 


In every branch of insurance there 
are solicitors whom all of the brokers 
and agents of their acquaintance look 
up to in open mouthed admiration, but 
usually with no thought of emulating 
them or following their example. They 
are lightning solicitors, record break- 
ing business producers, with whom 
ordinary men cannot compete, whose 
methods common men cannot follow 
to advantage. A careful observation 
of any one of them will, we think, make 
clear that the qualities which princi- 
pally contribute to their success are 
three, which need not be peculiar to 
them but which he who will may have; 
intense earnestness, inflexible determi- 
nation to succeed and indefatigable 
industry. He who can say with Dick- 
ens, “Whatever I have tried to doin my 
life, I have tried with all my heart to 
do well; whatever I have devoted my- 
self to, I have devoted myself to com- 
pletely; in great aims and in small, I 
have always been thoroughly in earn- 
est,” will not be a failure.—Talks.

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Industrial Disability 


The recent attacks on the industrial 
disability companies by the insurance 
commissioners committee show the 
value of a good reputation on part of 
agents. In a locality where an agent 
had always treated his policyholders 
and claimants squarely, where he was 
regarded as a citizen of prominence and 
integrity, where his word is good every 
day in the week, where his friends know 
he would not represent a crooked insti- 
tution, the people relied on the agent. 
Regardless of the exaggerated and un- 
fair reports given out to the press about 
certain companies by the insurance 
commissioners, loyal agents who are 
men of honor, found but little trouble 
resulting. Their policyholders believed 
in the man and in his honesty. They 
believed that if anything were wrong 
he would tel! them, or at least would 
no longer represent the company. 
Agents often have to meet a crisis, 
when money, education, social position 
and the like do not count for so much, 
but old fashioned honesty that causes 
men and women to believe in their fel- 
lows is the mainstay. It pays an 
agent at all times to have the highest 
reputation in his home community. It 
has paid big in this industrial accident 
and health insurance muck raking 
period, 











Some Consolation—Such troubles as 
the industriai disability companies have 
been through are not without some 
compensations. Though the officers of 
certain companies were treated by the 
insurance commissioners with about the 
same justice as the nonresisting citi- 
zen under arrest who is clubbed into 





insensibility by a policeman; though the 
work of years has been torn down; 
though the innocent have been made to 
suffer with the guilty; though many a 
man may have been furnished with the 
desired excuse for dropping the protec- 
tion needed by himself and family, yet 
out of all this injustice and hardship 
will come some advantage. 

For one thing, presidents of compa- 
nies have been forced to acquaint them- 
selves more fully with conditions in 
their claim departments than some of 
them seem to have done in the past. 
Six months or a year hence no presi- 
dent will have any sympathy if bad 
conditions should be found in the claim 
end of his company’s business. 

The agents of those companies under 
the hottest fire have been tried out. The 
heads of agency departments and the 
executive officers know better now than 
they did before what agents can be de- 
pended upon. Probably some _ good 
agents quit in sorrow or disgust at the 
disclosure of conditions which they did 
not even suspect. Others, satisfied that 
what was wrong would be righted, 
stood to their guns and fought against 
lapse and loss of public faith in the 
company. Still others, whose loyalty 
was of the fair-weather variety, lay 
down as soon as there was specially 
hard work to be done and the agent had 
to carry the load of the company’s tem- 


porary bad name instead of being 
helped along by its reputation. 

Another thing this unheaval has done 
is of perhaps most importance. It has 
forced company executives to look at 
conditions as they really exist. One 
dollar a week will pay for a certain 
amount of indemnity, a certain amount 
of expense and a certain amount of 
profit. The examinations showed that 
in some cases companies had unjustly 
cut down the indemnity from the 
amount promised because the dollar 
would not pay the full amount of in- 
demnity and the expenses and profits 
also. A quietus has been put on this 
practice. Jt is up to the companies to 
find out just what can be given for a 
dollar a month and offer that and no 
more. Then, if they allow their ex- 
penses to run too high, the deficit must 
be made good from the profits and not 
from the claims. 

Of laté new companies have been 
starting on every side. The demand 
for experienced men is increasing and 
the bidding on them will run higher. It 
will be almost a miracle if some of the 
new ones do not depart from the course 
whica the experience of the order ones 
has marked as safe. Will the older 
ones be influenced by them or will they 
follow their own better judgment? 





New Royal Casualty Contract—The 
Royal Casualty of St. Louis has issued 
a new dollar-a-month disability policy, 
known as the “dollar special.” It pays 
for every day of accident and of sick- 
ness, including the first week. Notice 
of claim may be given to the company 
or its authorized agent within twenty 
days. This is subject to extension 
where proof is produced that it was im- 
possible to give notice in that time. 
Sickness benefits are restored ten days 
after reinstatement. It provides for one 
month’s full indemnity for chronic dis- 
eases and for accidents where there was 
exposure to obvious risk, where there 
are no external marks from injury or 
where the assured was intoxicated when 
injured. In case of dispute over a claim 
arbitration is provided for. The policy 
also contains a provision described in 
the company’s paper as follows: 

“In case the assured, during the life 
of his policy, receives serious bodily 
injury, resulting in disablement or 
death, and under circumstances which 
seem to indicate actionable negligence 
on the part of any person, firm or cor- 
poration, the company will make an in- 
vestigation in the interest of the assured 
of all the facts and circumstances con- 
nected with the accident, and upon re- 
quest, will deliver to the assured, or, 
in case of death, to the legal represen- 
tatives of the assured, a complete re- 
port of such investigation, together with 
names, addresses, and any written state- 
ments or affidavits of witnesses, photo- 
graphs or other exhibits, and any other 
evidence which in the judgment of the 
company it has seemed advisable to col- 
lect and preserve and which may be 
useful in determining the probable lia- 
bility of the person, firm or corporation 
causing the accident.”
